A~ museum in itself may be a little 
premature at this point, to say nothing of 
expensive, but a Historical Society, if 
founded now, could begin compiling 
pertinent data, such as maps and pictures, 
and have much of this material ready for 
the museum if and when it should come to 
Madoc. ‘‘We must remember that well 
over 1600 students just within the Village 
of Madoc are now virtually being ignored 
as far as our history is concerned because, 
with the cutbacks in Spending through the 
schools, it is just too expensive to travel to 
Belleville and therefore they don’t get a 
chance to learn and see history that is 
directly related to them.” 

At the October 24th meeting, Mr. Allan 
Barnes, from the Museums Branch of the 
Ministry of Culture and Recreation, ‘will be 
attending and giving a slide presentation 
on setting up a museum in our area. 
Attendance at this meeting is vital as Mr, 
Barnes has stated that-he ts not coming to 
sell or discourage the idea, but to get the 
ideas of the people of this’ area. The 
interest of the people must be apparent at 
this meeting.

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Seniors beat Napanee after dropping opener 


The seniors travelled to Centennial on 
Monday and were eventually defeated 21-7 
although the game was much closer than 
the score indicates. At the end of the first 
half, the teams were locked in a 1-1 tie with 
the half ending a few seconds early due to 


an injury to Dave Hall. 


The third quarter had a few extra 
seconds added on because of the delay at 
the end of the half, and it wasn’t until 
halfway through this quarter that 
Centennial was able to take the lead when 
they scored a touchdown. On the ensuing 
kick-off, the ball came to Larry Parks, who 
returned it for a touchdown and again tied 
the score. In the fourth quarter, Centennial 
scored to take the lead a final time, leadif® 
14-7, and it wasn't until the final minute of 
play that they managed to break an 80 yard 
play for the final score of the game. Coach 
Bob Mound felt that his team had some 
problems executing and did not really look 
as sharp as he felt they could. He praised 
his defensive core for holding the powerful 
Centennial offense to one point in the first 
half and expects a good effort from them in 
the game against Moira on Wednesday. 
_ On Friday, his faith in his team proved 
justified as they came away with a 20-0 
victory over the Napanee squad. The senior 
Centurions put the pressure on early when 
they.scored on their first series\and they 
never looked back from then to the end of 
the game. Wayne Willemsen scored two 
touchdowns for long yards on third down 
lays and broke the game wide open. Jim 
cMurray added the final score of the 
game on a twenty yard passing pay and 
John Graham scored the two point 
conversion on a pass. 
In this gamie, coach Mound felt that his 
offense executed more consistently but is 
still looking for improved timing on 
Wednesday. The defense again came up 
very big and only allowed the Napanee 
team to threaten once in the late stages of 
the game. He was surprised that Napanee 
failed to try to establish their running 
attack and was very pleased with the way 


the defense contained their passing attack. 

‘We know that Moira is going to be 
tough but I think that we can give them 
some tough competition and, with a few 
breaks, we can knock them off. Quinte and 
Trenton will also be tough teams but | am 


getting more confident in this team as time 
goes by and I figure we have an excellent 
chance of making the playoffs.’’ He felt his 
tcam was more solid defensively this year 
than they were last year and ‘that the 
offense has the potential to go all the way. 


‘Injuries will be the key for us. but each 
and every match will be tough. This league 
is very well balanced and on any given day, 
a team can knock off their opposition.

Juniors topple Centennial, lose to 
Napanee in spite of 350 yd. offence 


The Centurion teams have now 
completed their first week of league play 
with ‘some surprising results and some 
disappointments. If nothing else, we now 
know why many of the coaches were 
reluctant to make firm statements about 
their team’s chances prior to the beginning 
of league play. Although they may have 
been optimistic about their own team, it is 
impossible to judge how good the other 
teams will be. They may have been weak 
last year and contenders this year. 

The junior and senior football teams are 
prime examples. They had what were 
considered to be two tough opening season 
matches against Centennial and Napanee 
this week, with both teams coming away 
with one win and one loss. The juniors 
travelled to Centennial on Monday and 
came back with an impressive victory over 
a team that was expected to be really 
tough. Coace Barry Pyear later admitted 
that this team did play outstanding 
football. ‘‘We had a net offense of over 
three hundred vards, we scored when we 
needed to and we broke a couple of big 
plays to score touchdowns. Ted Bergeron 
and Brian Reid were outstanding with two 
touchdowns each and they both gained 
over one hundred yards."’ Besides the 
good offense, the Centurions showed a 
very stingy defense that will do battle with 


any offense in the league. 

“This league is going to be a tough one 
to predict,’’ said coach Pyear. “*T expect 
that Moira will be the team to beat but 
Bavside will also be tough and Trenton and 
Quinte are unknown factors at this point.”’ 
Both junior and senior Centurions have yet 
to meet these teams and, from what has 
happened ‘so far, any team is capable of an 
upset. 

In the second game of the week for the’ 
juniors, they were the victims of an upset. 
Napanee took the game away from them 
late in the fourth quarter even though the 
Centurion offense had a net offense of 
between 350 and 400 ‘yards. The Napanee 
offense was suspect in that they only got 
one first down on their own. They got some 
assistance through penalties and broke two 
passes of Sixtysfive yards and thirty-five 
vards for touchdowns. It was a heart- 
breaking defeat for the juniors who, had 
established themselves as the superior 
team throughout the match, but failed to 
score when they had the opportunity. ““Our 


guys played well, as you can see from the 
stats, but we missed three or four early 
opportunities that could have changed the 
complexion of the game. Our defense 
couldn't have played better but our offense 
has to learn to finish off a drive inside their 
ten yard line. We were there often enough 
but their defense came up big when they 
had to. Maybe my play selection was bad 
and that could have cost us the game,”’ 
said coach Pyear. 

The defense of Napanee must also be 
piven a great deal of credit. The Centurions 
seemed to be able to move the ball at will in 
the open field but, once they got down to 
within the ten yard line, the Napanee team 
iose to the occasion and stopped them or 
forced the Centurions to take penalties that 
cost them the game. Coach Pyear still felt 
that the Centurions were by far the better 
team and is looking forward to meeting this 
same team in the finals, which he says his 
team is capable of reaching if they play up 
to their potential. The final score of 
Friday's game was 12-8 for Napanee.

The Trent-Severn Waterway thought it 


aeons a good thing when it extended 
hours of lock operation during . the 


weekends this past May to mid-June. 


Instead of the habitual 4:30 p.m. closing, 
locks stayed open until 7 p.m., Friday to 
Sunday, from May. 16 to June 19. 

_ But to add on hours there, others had to 
be taken away. So the locks closed at a 
“Sp asguuneereng early hour this past peak 

ing season, and boy, were the 
vacationers mad. 

“Commercial marina operas were 
angry too. So were retailers along the 
waterway. . 

“We think this is a big enough issue 
throughout,”’ ‘said CORTS Advisory 
Committee vice-chairman. Jim.O'Brien last 
Thursday night in Trenton, as he opened 
one of four public meetings on the issue. 

Among the approximate 25 people who 
showed up, upstairs at the Wandlyn Inn, 
were Northumberland MP George Hees, 
Trenton area residents, businessmen and 
lock operators. And with the exception of 
the latter, all voiced the same opinion: they 
wanted as long an operating day, for as 
many days .of the season as the 
Trent-Severn could possibly squeeze out. 

“If you've got a waterway, you may as 
well use it,’ said Mr. Hees. ‘‘I always say, 
the customer is always right. It makes good 
economic sense to make it (waterway) 
attractive to Americans. I've had a lot of 
complaints about early closing time, by 
telephone. | "aae they got on the phone 
and asked who's the damn congressman 
around here?"’ 

' Mr. Hees said he backed a proposal that 
would have extended hours of operation to 
twelve hours a day, keeping the locks open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. on weekends 
from May. 16 to June 19, and for 12-hours 


everyday from June 20 to September 1. But 


he withdrew his support when he learned 
that the proposal would cost $100,000 more 
and that the federal government's Parks 
Canada would have to be solicited for the 
money.

The $100,000 more bonus proposal 
would have kept the locks open 12 hours a 
day - 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m., Monday 
through Sunday, from June 20 to 
September 1, in addition to 12 hours a day 
Friday through Sunday from May 16 to 
June 19. The proposal was the only one 
which exceeded the water-way’s basic 
1,500-hours of operation a season. All the 
others fell within that. 

One boater refused to vote for anything 
but the most comprehensive schedule. He 
said he was uncompromising in his belief 
that boaters do not want to be trapped on 
the waterway with two to three hours of 
daylight left. He said that since any 
responsible boater made sure that he 
arrived at his destination an hour before 
closing time, boaters were being forced to 
settle down for the night at 6 p.m., even 
applying the. new proposal for 1980. 

But according to Mr. O’Brien, the 
greatest criticism with the 1979 hours of 
operation did not come from vacationers, 
but from weekenders, and the new 1980 
proposal with a 12-hour day weekend 
schedule would solve that. 

‘*Boaters may be content to tie down by 
the supper hour,”’ he said, ‘‘after a full of 
day of boating but a great deal of criticism 


comes from the weekender, not on 


holidays, and from the boaters coming 
from Toronto on a Friday evenioe: 

According to ‘statistics compiled by the 
waterway, only 2 percent of boats use the 
system during the last hour of operation. 
That means that 98 percent of boaters this 
past season, were settled in for the night

Northumberland M.P.P. George Hees 
has taken hold of what will probably be a 
very popular concept - shorter elections. 

In a speech prepared for the Trenton 
Rotary Club on Monday, October 1, Hees 
called the idea ‘‘one thing which all 
Canadians could agree upon’ and called 
for a permanent electoral list modelled on 
Great: Britain's. ' 

‘Immediately the election is called, our 
Leaders start criss-crossing the country by 
jet, staging ‘media events’, which are 


aimed at allowing the Canadian people to 


see them eath night on the 11 o'clock T.V. 
news, doing such things as climbing up a 
drilling rig in Alberta or-on our east coast,

watching the loading of a grain freighter in 
Thunder Bay or Vancouver; inspecting a 
fish packing plant in St. John’s or New 
Westminster; or any other activity which 
will get them before the TV audience that 
night.” 

“These performances go on night after 
night for two whole months, while the 
voting public becomes bored to death, and 
completely fed up and disillusioned by 
what they see each. night.”’ 

“The platforms of the political parties 
can easily be presented to the public in a 
three-week period.

‘We are told by those who operate out 
electoral system that these lengthy 
campaigns are necessary because of the 
need to enumerate the, voters at each 
election. This position has recently been 
proved to be a ‘false one, as both of the 
Provinees of Quebec and Prince Edward 
Island have established permanent elec- 
toral registers.”” 

Mr. Hees went on to describe the British 
system that these two provinces have 
based their system on, noting that an 
averayve British election takes four weeks 
half the time of the last Canadian debacle, 
Most of our extra time is taken up 
establishing a voters’ list something 
which could be easily done on a permanent 
basis. 

Hees also noted that the time clapsing 
between electing a new government and 
the first sitting of parliament ts also shorter 
in Britain - no more than 18 days over the 
last six elections compared to several 
months in Canada during which no new 
legislation is introduced...

It looks as though our traditional ‘pound’ 
will be making history in the near future 
with the government's new metric 
conversion program heading our way. We 
have been looking at road signs in 
kilometers for quite some time now but 
that is not the end of it. As most of us 
consumers in the area have realized, many 
local food stores are displaying some prices 


in metric units with ‘imperial units in. 


‘smaller print. , 
Sharpe's Supersave is one local business 
in an unusual position. Mr. Sharpe has one 
store in Havelock and another in 
Campbellford. Because of the new metric 
conversion geographical boundaries cre- 
ated by the Working Group on Scales, 
Havelock has already begun its changeover 
while Campbellford remains with the old 
system at least until March 1, 1980. 

Mr. Sharpe has been aware of the 
conversion program for two years now and 
had prepared the stores by purchasing new 
electronic scales which could be converted 
to metrics. : 

Yet there still remain a few problems. 
Presently:a maximum amount of $9.99 per 
pound can be computed in the scale. Once 
converted, the maximum reading will only 
‘be $9.99 per kg. Due to increasing meat 
prices the odd item may exceed this 
amount. John Tait, supervisor of the Meat 
Division of National Grocers Co. Ltd., says 
another digit can’ be added to the scale. 

So, for a small fee, one problem can be 
solves, yet still another arises. Mr. 
Sharpe's scales are able to compute weight 
readings of up to 30 pounds. But seeing 
there are only four digits for the reading, a 
maximum of only 9.999 kg. can be read. In 
Imperial térms that is 22.04 pounds, just 
not quite enough for those delicious 
Thanksgiving turkeys. 

The solution to the problem is not an 
easy one. A suggestion of: cutting the 
turkeys in half received only a chuckle. Mr. 
Sharpe does not know, at this point in time, 
what his next move will be. Mr. Tait is 
hoping that scale manufacturers will come 
up with a quick answer to the problem@jut 
time Is running out. 

Another difficulty with metric conversion 
lies with public awareness of the changes. 
Mr. Sharpe feels the Canadian people are

expecting it but our American visitors are 
not ready for it yet. Even though the States 
are rapidly changing Over to metrics in 
manufacturing, the public has not 
apparently been as directly related with it 
as we have been. 

But, despite the problems, Mr. Sharpe 
just loves the idea of using metrics. For one 
reason, it is much simpler than our 
presently awkward system. Converting 
pounds to ounces is so difficult yet knowing 
that one kg. is the equivalent of one 
thousand grams makes the process easier. 
Being an ex-butcher, Mr. Sharpe knows 
that this will make weighing meats much 
simpler. ; 

He also likes the idea of standardizing 
liquid measures in North America. No 
longer will you have.to stipulate Imperial 
gallons or U.S. gallons. Metrics | will 
change this all to litres as you have 
probably already discovered at the gas 
tanks. 

Mr. Sharpe is quite convinced that there 
will not be any problem with the public 
being taken advantage of during the 
conversion. There have been rumors about 
the consumer being ripped-off by paying 
the same price for a packaged good in a 
smaller metric container. 

Both Mr. Tait and Mr. Sharpe have 
heard of mo instances where this has 
occurred. Mr. Sharpe says the food 
industry is monitored very closely by 
inspectors so the consumer has nothing to 
worry about. 

As far as in-store weighing of meats and 
produce goes, Mr. Sharpe feels there is no 
possible chance of human error in his store 
due to the electronic scales which are very 
precise and provide print-outs which are 
then immediately stuck onto the goods. 

The government feels that metrics will 
also be important to the economy_ of 
Canada. It is their belief that metrics ‘‘will 
assist Canadian exporters to be more 
competitive and this in turn will stimulate 
growth within our country’. 


An example of the type of scale used by 
Sharpe’s Supersave and becoming quite 
popular throughout.

When the Crowe Valley}

abandoning the former and 
much smaller and less 
sumptous offices in Have- 
lock, will be a display of - 
mounted wildlife of the 
area. In making the change- 
over from guest house to 
office facilities, the staff 
called upon Guy Minnie to 
provide an assortment of 


the various birds and 


animals of the area which he 
has mounted in his base- 
ment workshop at R.R.3, 
Havelock. 


However one may feel about shooting 
birds and animals in order to restore them, 
immobile, mounted in a life-like pose, the 
decision to use Guy's work rather than that 
of any of the other many taxidermists in the 
district followed naturally. Guy not only 

rew up roaming the woods around 
Marmora and district spending his entire 
life observing nature and the local 
creatures in theifnative habitat, but he has 
a natural talent for taking an animal from 
which the spark of life has departed and 
making it seem to live again. 

‘I have sat quietly so many times near a 
duck pond and watched ducks preening 
themselves in that way,’’ said Guy, 
indicating a mallard with its bill tucked into 
a wing. ‘‘I've always been interested in 
nature and to get a life-like mount you have 


- to know the actions of creatures - watch 


birds take off and land and observe animals 
as they move about.” 
Another reason why Guy's work was 
chosen, is that as a new taxidermist he was 
anxious to set up a display at no cost to the 
Authority to help him become known to the 
public. Guy was not always a taxidermist 
and it is fitting that as a former employee 
of Marmoraton Mines he has been asked to 
help alter the character of the mines’ 
former property into offices for a branch of 
the government involved with nature and 


wildlife. Many readers will remember the’ 


accident at the mines in 1974 when. Guy 
and fellow worker Ross Campbell were 
engaged in using welding torches on a 


crusher and a piece of steel blew up in their © 


tfaces. Investigation later showed the torch 
they were using had not been meant for 
oxyacetylene . welding but for Bene 
heating and this error on the part of 
someone resulted in serious injury to both 


a 


welders. Guy was unconscious for several 
days as a result of his head injuries and 
never recovered sufficiently to return to 
work at the mine before its closing. His 
extensive injuries have left -him_ still 
partially disabled, and in an effort to busy 
himself with something within his 
capabilities he has turned to taxidermy - an 
occupation he had previously. worked on as 
a hobby. ’ 

He obtained his taxidermy license over 
two years ago, but is just beginning to be 
able to work in earnest at the trade. 

How does a person obtain migrating 
birds and other species protected by law 
for mounting purposes? Guy says many are 
obtained as a result of road kills. One ow! 
he has was found in a snowbank under a 
hydro line which it had apparently flown 
pr ae ee a thawed it out and mounted it 
after being brought the bird by the game 
warden who asked for a report on the cause 
of death, which turned out to be a broken

neck. 

Some birds, such as ducks, can be shot 
and as a hunter Guy has acquired most of 
his specimens himself - but migrating birds 
cannot be shot or bought and sold and a 
license is required to possess them. A 
red-tailed hawk he has was brought to him 
by a farmer who shot it when it went after 
his chickens, and again, in order to mount 
a hawk-or owl, one must obtain a license. 

Fish, of course, are one of the perennial 
favourites for mounting. It seems that 
when a fisherman has succeeded in landing 
a granddaddy muskie, bass or whatever, 
he doesn't seem satisfied with just 
boasting about it to his friends and eating 
the fish - maybe because they might not 
believe him or because he wants visible 
evidence of those few exciting moments 
during summer vacation when he pitted his 
raw courage against these fighting 
monsters of the deep lakes. For whatever 
reason he wants to see it up there on the

says Guy, so it’s pretty hard to learn the 
trade, as he did, through correspondence: 
with the Northwestern School of Taxidermy 
in Omaha, Nebraska. It’s not possible to 
send in one’s actual homework, either. to 
receive the teacher’s marks, but the 
student is asked to take pictures of his work 
and mail them in with the-test papers and 
that has to suffice. Actually, Guy's basic 
training was obtained after graduating 
from the school by serving an apprentice- 
ship with another taxidermist in Peter- 
borough. 
Hunting season is upon us and soon Guy 
will be called upon to mount deer and 
moose heads and antlers and maybe even a 
bear. But there's more to this job than just 
tanning, stuffing and meunting. The 
Ministry of Northern Resources each ye..r 
warns about current diseases in wildlite 
that the trapper. hunter or taxiderm.st 
should watch for. This year they warn ct 
three diseases prevalent amongst beave: 
that could be hazardous to the handler - a 
bacterial kidney infection, a spiral infection 
and a fungus which can be absorbed 
through the skin without a cut. Surgical 
gloves and protective clothing are 
recommended when skinning a beaver and 


have lice which could cause skin irritation. 
So. if care is not taken, the anima! could 
have the last bite. : 

Guy will be hunting too, for duck and 
deer. and Suzanne doesn't sit at home and 
knit socks while he goes off into the bush. 
“I decided if we were going to see anything 
of each other for part of the time, I'd have 
to join him. I have a 22 rifle and a 4/10 
shotgun and hunt mainly. for duck and 
partridge.'’

The ability of wetlands to remove 
nutrients from waste materials holds true 
in the natural state as well - a valuable but 
usually overlooked function of streamside 
wetlands. 

Since. excessive nutrients are a serious 
cause of pollution of rivers and lakes, these 
wetlands are acting substitutes for 
expensive treatment facilities. While the 
value of specific Ontario wetlands in

pollutant removal has not. yet been 
determined, several U.S. studies suggest 
that replacement of this cleansing function 
would cost between $20,300 and $34,600 
per acre of undisturbed wetland. 

The wildlife and recreational values of 
wetlands are-also substantial - up to $500 
per acre per year for Michigan's coastal 


wetlands. Closer to home, an Ontario . 


researcher has documented that the 10,000 
annual visitors to the Long Point marshes 
of Lake Erie spend over $160,000 a year on 
direct recreation-related activities. Much 
of that ends up in the local area, as 
purchases of gas, food or lodging. 

These economic values don’t even begin 
to consider the aesthetic value of wetlands, 
or their flood-protection functions, of their 
role in replenishing ground water. But It Is 


clear that the total value of an acre of 


wetland is not measured just by the price of 
land, but also by the value of the ecological 
functions it performs. 

Even though scientists are improving 
our ability to measure the worth of 
wetlands, these values are seldom 
considered when proposals affecting them 
are considered. When a wetland is rained 
or filled, its . immediate owner may 
financially gain, but in the long run, we all 
lose - through an impoverished environ- 
ment and more expensive alternatives to 
the natural functions now carried out by 
wetlands.

Throughout the United States and 
‘Canada, an estimated 400 hunters die each 
year, by accident. An additional 2,400 
hunters suffer injury, and thousands of 
domestic animals are unintentionally 
destroyed. 

Four major causes of these tragedies, 
according to statistics of The National Rifle 
Association are: 

- the victim is out of the shooter's sight, 

- the victim moves into the line of fire, 

- the victim is covered by a shooter 
swinging on game, 

- the victim is mistaken for game. 

A hunter's decision to squeeze the 
trigger is influenced primarily by what he 
‘‘sees’’, or more specifically, ‘WHAT HE 
THINKS HE SEES’’. The quality of his 
vision is a key factor. If his vision is 
inadequate, he increases his accident 
potential substantially - becoming a hazard 
to himself as well as to others. 

Many hunters are unaware that their 
vision is defective. They think they see just 
fine, while others hesitate to admit they 
have a problem for fear they must give up 
their sport. Fortunately, most vision 
defects can be corrected and, generally, 
there is no need to give up hunting. 

Good vision results in more game...and 
it may mean the difference between life 
and death. It is important that hunters take 
into consideration the’ variety of lighting 
and weather conditions which make it 
difficult to see clearly. 

Bright sunlight, clouds, rain, snow, sleet 
and fog place different demands upon the 
visual process. 

‘The hunter who is bothered by glare will 
find that gdod prescription safety 
sunglasses are an excellent aid. Tints in 
the green and gray families are 

_ recommended because they offer the least 
interference with colour perception. Target 
lasses which contain yellow lenses are 
efinitely unsuitable for hunting because 
they interfere drastically with colour 


perception and the ability to judge 


distance. 
Many hunters who ordinarily wear 
lasses set them aside when they hunt 
use ‘‘they get in the. way’. “‘A 
HUNTER WHO HAS BEEN TOLD TO 
WEAR GLASSES SHOULD WEAR 
-THEM,"’ states Dr. R. .Newhouse, 
President of the Ontario Association of

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Optometrists. Hunters who do not require 
prescription lenses should wear safety 
glasses Witlr-protective lenses to protect 
their eyes from flying shot$,tree-limbs and 
other hazards. Protective lenses of éitifer 
heat-treated (tempered) solid glass or of 
plastic are not ‘‘unbreakable”’ but are 
more ‘‘impact resistant’. 

It is true that dust, water and snow are a 


bother because they collect on the lenses. 
Plastic lenses are less likely to fog or 


‘‘steam up’’ but they do scratch more 
easily than glass. 

Commercial lens-coating agents. may 
also overcome this problem. Every hunter 
should have a professional vision examina- 
tion every 12 months. He should discuss 
his hunting activities with his vision 
specialist for the best advice on what is 
necessary to meet his vision needs. Except 
in extreme cases, a visual problem does not 
mean that a hunter must give up his sport. 
Every hunter should, however, have a 
knowledge of his own visual capacities and 
take precautions to hunt within those 
bounds. Hunters who cannot see well at 
dusk or on dreary days should govern their 
activity accordingly. 

A few precautionary measures regarding 
vision can increase hunting success and 
pleasure and they can also decrease the 
annual accident toll, according to the 
Ontario Association of Optometrists. 


Good goose 
hunting expected 


Good goose hunting prospects in the far 
north this fall are suggested by the results 
of a summer production survey of lesser 
snow geese and Canada geese colonies. 

Geese hatched this spring will be 
abundant and with allowances made for 
weather and the timing of migration, 
hunter success should be high. Production 
of lesser snow geese is the best since’ 1973, 
and the best since 1970 for Canada geese. 

The colony of snow geese on Cape 
Henrietta Maria at the northeastern point 
of Polar Bear Provincial Park on Hudson 
Bay, is larger than ever and probably 
contains more than 100,000 birds. A total 
of 1.710 lesser snow geese was found at 30 
different sites between Winisk and the 
Manitoba border; This represents more 
sites than in all previous years combined 
and the number of birds is well above any 
other year. Lesser snow geese in the 
McConnell Rivér colony form.the bulk of 
the kill in the Fort Severn area. This year, 
30 percent of the colony will consist of 
spring-hatched geese. 

The immature lesser snow geese include 
about 30 to 35 percent of the Southampton 
Island flock. The Island is situated at the 
northernmost end of Hudson Bay. 
Although the Baffin Island populations are 
much reduced, the flocks originating there 
are expected to contain about 35 percent of 
this spring’s hatch, These birds are the 

mainstay of the James Bay hunt. 


Canada geese in Northern Ontario also 


did well because of early snow melt on 
their nesting grounds. ‘*Because of this, 
there should be a much larger flight of 
Canada geese this fall than a year ago. .

Family farms are safe from corporate 
farmers, says Donald Shaughnessy, a 
partner with a big firm o chartered 
accountants in Cobourg. 

Mr. Shaughnessy may be great with 
figures.but I wonder how often he gets 
manure on his béots?~—_.. 

I firmly believe that the fantily- is, not 
safe, particularly in Quebec. A recent 
study confirms what many farmers and a 
few farm writers have suspected for years:

Corporate farms 
ARE a threat 


That four firms now control the hog 
industry in that province. The study, 
repared by Dr. J.D. Montigaud for the 
ederal government, was supposed to be 
secret but the details were released almost 
a year ago. 

The four firms are Canada Packers Ltd. 
with 35 percent, The Co-Op Federee with 


_. 35 percent, Purina with 15 to 20 percent, 


ay tribec with 10 percent. 

These*big.companies supply the money 
and the know-fow..The farmers take. the 
risks and provide low-cost labour. ae 

In other words, farmers end up being 
paid employees. Another fact worth 
remembering is that Quebec, for the last 18 
months or more, is out-producing Ontario. 
More hogs are being grown ‘in Quebec now 
than ever before in the history of Canada. 

Mr. Shaughnessy writes a ‘‘general 
financial advice’’ column for the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants. He gives some 
excellent reasons for complacency. Big 
corporations engage in farming the way. 
they produce cars, refrigerators or 
television sets. If something goes wrong 
along the way, it can be corrected later. 

And he gives some examples: A farmer 
must plant corn by June 10. But if an 
agri-business firm has a 10-day strike, no 
amount of overtime 10 days later is going 
to make up the lost growing time. 

Greyhound Corp. in the United States, 
Boise Cascade and other large American 
firms have been anxious to get out of the 
growing business, ‘says Mr. Shaughnessy. 
And he’s right}.too. It’s the outside control 
farmers must fear. 

‘When four firms can control almost 100 
percent of the hog production in Quebec, it 
can happen here, too. That’s one reason 
why a hog marketing board, which some 
farmers are determined to organize in 
Quebec, has taken on all the tra pings of a 
young war. The big companies do not want 
one because the marketing of hogs will be 
taken out of their hands and given to 
farmers. 

An excellent example of why family 
farms will survive is cited by Mr. 
Shaughnessy. The state controls agricul- 
ture in Russia. Farm workers are 


‘employees and do things the way the 


company - the state - wants them done. 

But farm workers are also allowed a 
maximum of 1.25 acres for their own profit. 
The result is that the small, private plots 
account for only three percent of all 
cultivated land yet they produce almost 30 
percent of the food in that nation. 

The Canadian family farm will survive 
simply because farmers are hard workers, 
willing to take a chance, willing to invest 
huge sums of time and money to remain 
competitive and because many marketing 
boards keep them stable. 

An American corporation was feeding 


300,000 steers, says Mr. Shaughnessy. The ~ 


U.S. government allowed more Argentin- 
ian and Australian beef to be imported, 
undercutting the American price. For 
every one,cent-a-pound the price dropped, 
the corporation lost $3 million. 

But farmers cannot sit complacently 
back and watch big businesses lose their 
shirts. They must remain vigilante and 
keep the corporations out of the barnyard. 

If you think food is expensive today, just 
watch what would happen if big businesses 
control food production from one end to the 
other. They'll set a price and you'll pay it, 
just the way you pay for your car or your 
refrigerator or almost anything else.

The Ontario Minor Hockey Association 1s 
hack in the news this weekend. That body. 
at a mecting of its representatives from 
across the province on Saturday, voted on 
two amendments concerning body chec- 
king from the atom level down in house 
league hockey. 

he Belle River Hockey Association 
proposed the banning of all body checking 
from the atom level down. The Burlington 
association proposed the banning of body 
checking from the atom level down, within 
five feet of the boards. Both of these 
proposed changes were on the agenda for 
the meeting held on Saturday. 

Hockey violence has been a subject of 
great controversy for several years now 
and this particular debate was set off by a 
questionnaire circulated by the Ontario 
Hockey Council. 94.3 percent of the 
parents reached by the questionnaire 
wanted more time spent on developing 
hockey skills. They believed children under 
ten should learn skating, passing and 
shooting, rather than playing in 4 
competitive schedule. 54 percent of 
parents would gs pe a ban on body 
checking for Pee Wee or younger. 64 
percent said minor hockey across Canada 
should make such a move. 76.1 percent of 
parents said there was too much violence in 
minor hockey. 


The questionnaire seemed to indicate 
that parents felt: there was too much 
violence in hockey. however, the wording 
of the questionnaire and the proposed 
amendments are probably the keys to the 
issue. The highest level that is being 
considered for banning of body checking 1s 
the Pee Wee level, and that. only on the 
questionnaire. The actual proposed 
amendments pertained to Atom = age 
players (10 years old) and under. 

The proposals had met with mixed 
emotions before the ‘vote, with it generally 
conceded that. the second proposal was 
unacceptable. When it came right down to 
the actual vote on Saturday, both pro osals 
were votéd out, making the Ontario Minor 
Hockey Association the only governing 
body in Ontario that does not have such a 
rule. The reason for vetoing these 
proposals was that the only place the rule 
would apply was at the atom level and 
below, and most people agreed that that 
was not where violence in hockey was 
occurring. They felt that the kids at this 

level could hardly shoot, let alone check. 

The O.M.H.A. felt that if you extended the 

rule to include midgets and juveniles, you 

would be taking a very integral part of their 
game away from them and that their 
hockey would be much less entertaining as 

a result.

Planner says 
small villages 
want “goodies” 


before services 


Mr. Niall Carney, Director of Planning 
for the County of Hastings attended the 
October Ist regular meeting of council to 
discuss the present land. use by-laws now 
before council. A major discussion followed 
in regards to the required lot size within 
the village, that being, 1 acre in size with a 
150 foot frontage. Mr. Carney stated that 
there was very little that council could do 
about this situation but felt that the lot size 
was a good idea because, as he said, ‘‘You 
don’t want to be able to spit into your 
neighbour’s bathroom."’ 

Mr. Carney cited the water and sewage 
program as one of the major objectives of 
this council and felt that it was time small 
municipalities stopped putting the 
before the horse. *‘Many of these small 
towns want the benefits of having services 
to offer before they get the services. The 
same small town that-~doesn’t have an 
adequate drinking water supply can afford 
to go out and build an $8 ,000 arena.” 

Mr. Carney then went on to Say that 
planning for the future in small villages 
like Madoc is a must. ‘‘You are losing 
growth because you don't have services 
and your services have to be planned well 
in advance of your growth rate so that you 
don't open .a ‘Centre and have it 
immediately overloaded. You, plan that 
growth into the system.’’ He also stated 
that existing taxpayers shouldn't have to 
bear the burden of new development. -He 
felt that that burden should be taken over 
by those forcing the nt development and 
this would. solve many of the problems of 
small towns. Mr. Carney backtracked at 
this. point, “‘People want their streets 


paved and sidewalks to walk on, but those 


are ‘goodies’. It's What is under the 
ground that makes all of that happen and 
people have to realize that they must get 
the services before they get the benefits.” 
He added that if the trend in Madoc, 
Stirling and Tweed continued, these 
villages would soon be retirement centres 
and the population would steadily decline 
from that point on. ‘You need the first 
homeowners who are going to have 
families and own businesses in the village. 
You've got to have that younger population 
because they are the ones who will get the 
ideas of the future and make a buck.” 
A discussion on the zoning of 
Deputy-Reeve Kramp's property was also 
raised with) Mr. Parsey: The lot ‘1s 
sresently zoned residential and it would be 
impossible to issue a building permit under 
the present zoning. To get the building 
permit, Mr. Carney suggested that Mr. 
Kramp would have to obtain an 
amendment to the official plan and an 
amendment to the zoning by-law. lt must 
be applied for as C-1 which would give it a 
commercial designation and then it must 
be zoned commercial 
Ihe village foreman, Percy Crawford, 
attended council and outlined various w ork 
programs requiring attention. He re- 
quested the use of the’ office recently 
vacated byahe Ministyy of Community and 
Social Services “as he 1s presently withdut 
office space. Council granted the request 
Mention was also made that the eEXIsting 
1968 truck owned by the village was not in 
yood condition and he sugpested a 
replacement will be necessary in the near 
future. Council ‘agreed. to discuss: the 
matter at a more opporjune time 
Councillor Pigden reported that the 
previous problems with tbe fire alarm

‘cil as a private citizen after declaring the 


conflict and requested that council correct 
the problem on his property before any 
construction was started. Last year, a large 
amount of water gathered on the site 
during the spring runoff and, although 
some of the pipes involved had been 
replaced because they had collapsed. Mr. ° 
Kramp felt that this was only a small part 
of the problem. Compounding the problem 
is the storm sewer outlet into Deer Creek. 
which is located by the ball park. Mr. 
Kramp was certain that this outlet faces 
upstream instead of downstream the way it 
should face and, when the water in the 
creek is high due to runoff, the flow of 
water through these pipes is actually 
reversed by the flow of the creek and forces 
water back onto his property. 

Council agreed to look into this problem 
on next year’s budget but was worried 
about setting a precedent in the handling 
of this situation and therefore requested 


that Deputy-Reeve Kramp give them some 


guarantee that the construction would 
actually begin before they would remedy 
the problem. They felt that Mr. Kramp 
should guarantee the construction or, if 
they went ahead and repaired the site, Mr. 
Kramp should agree to cover the cost of the 
repairs if the development did not take 
place. He felt that he could not give the 
guarantee and that he could not agree to 
foot the bill if the construction didn’t take 
place. Upon further deliberation, council 
felt that the repairs could be left until the 
construction was within one to two weeks 
of commencement, ‘at which time they 
could schedule the repairs. Mr. Kramp. 
due to the conflict of interest, was forced to 
refrain from discussing the topic and make 
the decision on the body that he had been 
elected to. Because of this, council agreed 
to have the clerk forward a letter to Mr. 
Kramp stating their decision. It was at this 
time that Mr. Kramp tendered his verbal 
resignation and vacated his chair on 
council, 

Other members of council expressed 
sympathy with Mr. Kramp’s dilemma and 
admitted that it was a problem that most 
members of council could be forced to face. 
Many members of council are active 
businessmen in the community and they 
wondered if a councillor should be forced to 
give up any business opportunities because 
he was on council. Councillor Connerty felt 
that this was a problem faced by many 
politicians. and when they became an 
elected official, they often had to give up 
many of their personal freedoms.

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WHEREAS, Village Councils are authorized by Statute to pass by-laws for 
bing, regt and governing owners and drivers of cabs for establishing 


licensing, regulating 
Na ee eee ee a cnsliy avin t such vehicles for the . 


of or passengers, elther wholly within the City or to any other 
point not more than three miles beyond Its limits and for providing for the 
collection of such rates or fares and for revoking any such license; 
THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of tié Village of Madoc hereby 
enacts as follows: 7 rina 
1. For the purpose of this by-law; 
(a) “Council”. means the Council of the Village of Madoc. 
(b) “Village” means the Municipal Corporation of the Village of Madoc. 
(c) “Clerk’” means the Clerk of the Village of Madoc. 
(d) “Cab” means any motor vehicle ysed for hire for the conveyance of persons 
within the Village or to a point not more than 3 miles beyond Its limits. 
(e) “Cab licence” means a licence authorizing the use of a motor vehicle as a 


cab. 

(f) Driver’ means any person by an owner for the purpose of 
driving and any owner while operating his own cab. 

(g) “Driver’s licence’ means a licence authorizing a person to drive a cab. 
(h) “Owner” means any person operating cabs either owned outright by him o- 
leased by him. 

(1) “Treasurer” means the treasurer of the Village. 

2. The Clerk has supervision over all persons licensed under this by-law ano 


over all cabs together with the equipment used by them and the following are 
the duties of the Clerk in connection with the provisions of this by-law; 

(a) To report to the Council the performance of his duties under this by-law 
whenever he is required by the Council to do so. 

(b) To ascertain from time to time as often as may be required by the Council 
whether the owners or drivers of cabs continue to comply with the provisions of 
the law and this by-law. 

(c) To prosecute all persons who offend against any provisions of this by-law. 
(d) To ascertain and report to the Council the fitness of any applicant to receive 
a licence. — ' 

(e) To perform such other duties as may from time to time arise under the Law 
or under this by-law. 


3. No person shall operate a cab within.the Village without first obtaining a- 


licence, which licence may be in the form of Schedule ‘‘A”’ to this by-law, or in 
like form, and prior to obtaining the licence the applicant shall pay to the 
Treasurer the hereinafter prescribed fee. 
4. Ag applicant for a cab licence shall file with the Treasurer a certificate of a 
policy of insurance issued by a company authorized to issue indeminity 
insurance policies in the Province of Ontario for a period of time that extends to 
or beyond the expiry of the current licence year insuring the appicant in the 
amount of $300,000.00 against liability in respect on any accident arising out of 
_ the operation of the vehicle for which application for a licence is being made for 
loss or damage resulting from bodily injury to or the death of one or more 
persons and the loss or damage to property regardless of the number of claims 
arising from any one accident and including passenger hazard, and if a licence 
is issued such policy shall be kepl'in force by the licensee during the period for 
which It or any renewal therof is in effect, and should he fail to renew the same 
from time to time and pay the premiums due thereon, the Clerk may, upon 
notice to him cancel the licence. Every insurer insuring a licensee shall at least 
fifteen days prior to the cancellation of any policy issued by it, notify the 
Treasurer by registered mail of its intention to cancel the said policy and 
provisions to this effect shall be inserted in the policy by the company issuing 
same: , 


5.No person shall drive any cab without first obtaining a licence, which licence 
may be in the form of Schedule ‘’B’’ attached to this by-jaw or in like form and 
prior to obtaining the licence, the applicant shall pay the Treasurer the 
herinafter prescribed fee. 

6. A separate licence is to be obtained for each cab and the fee for each licence 


. , is $15.00 per annum. 


7. All applicaflons for taxi cab owners licences are to be made to the Clerk. 
8. The cost of a taxi cab driver’s licence shall be $5.00 per annum. 

9. All licences expire on the 31st day of December in the year in which they are 
issued unless sooner revoked or cancelled and in the event of revocation or 
cancellation, no refund of any portion of the licence shall be made. 

10. The Treasurer shall, upon issuing a cab licence, furnish the owner with one 
copy of thlé by-law and two cards setting forth the. tarriff prescribed in 
Schedule ‘’C’’ attached hereto, and one tag to be attached to the cab in a 
conspicuous place designating such cab as a licensed cab, and every owner 
shall keep posted up in a conspicuous place inside this cab one of the tarriff 
cards.

12. Every owner shall file with the Clerk, the name and address of each driver 
employed by him and shall within 5 days, advise the Clerk of any change in his 
staff of drivers. 

13, An owner'who sells exchanges or otherwise disposes of a cab shall before 
operating any other vehicle in its place submit the same for examination and 
approval by the Clerk and apply for and obtain a transfer of the licence issued

14. Every cab licence Is to be numbered and set forth the name and the address 
of the owner and make, style, serial number and model of the cab. 

15. The annual license plate shall be attached to the bottom right hand corner of 
the trunk lid of each vehicle. 

Each Taxi Cab Owner may apply for the use of unmarked Taxi Cabs to the 
Clerk who may on good and sufficient cause grant permission té any taxi cab 
owner to operate plain vehicles and who shall report any. such permission to the 
Council at its next meeting.

Whenever the owner of a cab receives notice, 
either given to him or his driver, signed by the Clerk, that a cab Is not in a fit 
and proper condition for use, stating briefly the items complained of, he shall 
within the time mentioned in such notice put the cab In a fit and proper

21. Aivowner, when required, shall submit his cab to the Clerk or other officer, 
mechanic or inspector, authorized by him for examination and no owner or 
driver shall at any time when his‘cab Is not employed prevent or hinder such 
persons from carrying out the examination or from entering his garage or other 
building for the purpose of inspecting the cab. 

22. No owner shall employ any person other than a driver licensed under. this 
by-law to drive his cabs. :

(d) No licensed person shall make any charge under this by-law for time lost 
for defects or inefficiency of the taxicab or the incompetency of the driver 
thereof or for time consumed by the arrival of the taxicab in response to a call 
in advance of the time such cab has been requested by the person calling same. 
(e) The tariff or rates herein authorized shall be computed from the time or 
place when or at which the passenger or passengers first enter the cab to the 
time or place when or at which the passenger or passengers finally discharge 
the cab. 

(f) Any licensed person operating a cab may carry one to four passengers but 
no more than four adults from a common starting point to one or more 
destinations subject to the following regulations: 

(1) Each stop to discharge a passenger shall be deemed to be the end of one trip

(11) Whenever more than one passenger is discharged at the same time only the 
fare authorized by this by-law shall be charged. 
27. Any act or duty except those authorized by; section 16 of-this by-law to be

28. The number of cab licences in the Village is restricted to two or such other 
numbers greater or lesser as to the Council may, by resolution, determine from 
time to time. 

29. No licensed person operating a cab shall pick up enroute any additional 
passengers‘after such cab has departed with one or more passengers from any 
starting point, unless the person who originally engaged such cab desires same.

31. Any act done by or by the authority of the Clerk under any of the provisions 
of this by-law is subject to an appeal to the Council by any person feeling 
aggrieved thereby. 

32. Any person violating any of the provisions of this by-law Is liable to a penalty 
of not more than $100.00 exclusive to costs for each offence. 

33. Any notice of suspension or revocation of any license required to be given by 
the Clerk or by or on behalf of the Council or any other notice required to be 
given under this by-law shall be effectively given if served personally or if sent 
by prepaid registered post addressed to the party entitled to such notice at the 
address given by him in his application for a license, or if he has notified the 
Clerk of change of address at this time. 

(1) No owner’s license shall be transferred by subject to subsection 3 hereof and 
to any other provisions of this by-law, an owner may sell his cab and its 
equipment to any. person and upon such sale the owner's license issued in 
respect of such cab shall be terminated. 
(2) Subject to subsection 3 hereof, the Council may in its discretion issue a new 
license to the purchaser of such taxi cab vehicle and equipment subject to the 
following conditions: ' 

(a) That the new applicant qualifies under all other provisions of this by-law. 
(b) That the applicant and the vendor file with the Board an executed copy of a 
written agreement the parties containing all the details of the dealing between 
the parties in respect to such taxi-cab and Its equipment. 

(c) The making of a false or Intentionally misleading recital of fact, statement 
or representation in such agreement or statutory declaration required to be 
attached thereto shall be deemed a violation of the provisions of this by-law. 
(3) Notwithstanding subsections (1) and (2) hereof, the Council may in its 
discretion refuse to issue a new license or licenses to a purchaser in a 
transaction under this section when the Council Is of the opinion that it is not in 
the public interest, as determined by the Council, that such new licenses should 
be issued, and the Council shall upon demand from any part to the transaction, 
deliver written reasons for such decision. 

34. The Council may require any owner or driver to be examined by the Medical 
Office of Health of the Corporation of the Village of Madoc and the Medical 
Officer of Health may make a report of such examination to the Council.

Smoke gets in your eyes... 


It was suggested by a comedian a few 
‘years ago that the Indians introduced the 
white man to tobacco in the hope that the 
evil weed would wipe him out before he 
had a chance to take their land. 

If that was the intent, then the Indians 
did not sueceed. But the discovery of Sir 
Walter Raleigh is taking the lives of 
thousands upon thousands of Canadians 
every year. Lung cancer, almost always. 
attributable to smoking, took. the lives of 
6500 Canadians last year. 

In 1964, the Surgeon General of the 

United States released a controversial 
repoft that pointed the finger at cigarettes 
as the leading cause of cancer, amgag 


other maladies: Today, 15 years later, the 


same agency reexamined the problem and 
discovered that the earlier revelations 
about smoking had no appreciable affect on 
American consumption. They concluded 
‘that little progress was being made in 
dealing with lung cancer; that young 

ople were smoking more than ever 

efore, especially among teenage girls 
between the ages of 13 and 19; and that 
lung cancer among women was increasing 
at an alarming rate. 

Recently, the: Canadian government 
released a tg noting the financial 
detriment to the country ‘attributable to 
smoking. Last year, due to “increased 
cancer cases, accidental fires caused by 
smoking and lost productivity, over $506 
million was lost. 

Other statistics are just as revealing, and 
staggering: It has been estimated ghat the 
consumption of one cigarrette shortens 
tee life by 14 minutes. This means that a 

abitual smoker, by the time he reaches 
55, will be in no better condition than a 75 
year old man. The average smoker has a 
ten to thirty. times greater risk | of 
developing lung cancer than non-smokers. 
A An a day smoker will put 182,000 
cigarettes in his mouth over 20 years, and 
could spend up to $115,000 on them in a 
litetime. Men.who smoke a pack a day have 
a 70 percent higher death rate then 
non-smokers. Pregnant women who smoke 
risk retarding their child's growth, and 
give birth to more still-born babies than 
non-smoking expectant mothers. 

The list goes on and on. And people go 
right on smoking. The cigarette manu- 
facturers are laughing all the way to the 
bank with an annual Canadian gross of $3.2 
billion. The government is laughing along 
with them. Two billion dollars finds its way 
to them. The province of Ontario alone 
made $400 million in taxes last year, then 
spent $15,000 on the campaign to fight 
smiling. Cigarette advertising revenues hit 
$70 million last year, burying any 
half-hearted government campaign § to 
dissuade people from smoking. 

The most frustrating and unanswerable 
question is ‘why?’. One anti-smoking 
campaign volunteer admitted that they 
were fighting a losing battle. People are 
still dieing, in a ov and larger numbers. 

The Ontario Heart Foundation is one 
agency concerned with the spiralling trend, 
and their Toronto office is, packed with 
pense and learning aids to be shipped 

y the thousands to the province's schools. 
The young, especially teenage girls, have 
become the target in a desperate campaign 
to arrest the increasing number of 
smokers.

tion, says the heart ¢an be affected as 
seriously as the lungs by smoking. 

‘Smoking affects the circulation and 
causes the heart to work harder,’’ says 
Mrs. Lawson. ‘‘If you combine that with 
high blood pressure, you’re really playing 
with fire.”’ 

Smoking, says Mrs. Lawson, is just 
another burden on the heart for Canada’s 
flabby and out of shape. The, Heart 
Foundation, together with other Health 
agencies in the country, have detided to 
pool their efforts in the non-smoking 
campaign infthe form of the Ontario 
Interagency Council on Smoking and 
health.

Giving up 


| 


Sure, you say, give up smoking. Easier 
said than done. 

True enough. There are all kinds. of 
| withdrawal symptoms that can drag on for 
days, weeks and sometimes months after 
that momentous ‘Q Day’. But considering 
the benefits of quitting, those symptoms, if 
understood, will be easier to take. 

Dr. Archie Weaver of Detroit specializes 
in getting smokers off the habit, and in his 
‘time has seen over 2500 patients go 
‘through the agonies of withdrawal. These 
hee effects,-says the doctor, are entirely 
| 


normal and are only transitory. 
| There are eight major side effects 
‘associated with cessation of smn: It's 
‘important to remember that the longer 
‘you've been smoking, the longer the 
withdrawal sysmptom period is bound to 
\be. The more your system has been 
induced with nicotine, the harder it ts to 
| quit. Many fail to quit the first time, but 
‘that, too, is normal. ~ 
After quitting, a person may feel quite 
‘nervous. He is easily upset, and may take 
out his frustration on friends or family. Dr. 
| Weaver recommends that people who are 
| trying to get by without a smoke tell loved 
‘ones that he or she will be on edge for 
awhile. This way, misplaced anger won't 
be taken personally. 
| Lethargy is another symptom. After 
“quitting, says Dr. Weaver, a person may 
feel dull and depressed for the, first few 
| days. Exercise is a useful means of coming 
back to life. 
_ On the other hand, a person may become 
restless. One in ten quitters feel 
hyperactive during the withdrawal riod, 
Here. exercise is also a good idea. Walk to

Celebrity smokers from coast-to-coast were 
enlisted in a special ‘I quit- so can you’ 
program to appeal to the 37 per.cent of the 
populenen over 18 in Canada who smoke. 
he theme was ‘Join the majority’; and 
many did. 
For those who didn’t, there is more

The fourth and fifth symtoms are the 
most dreaded for the ladies. Weight gain 
and increased appetite become a factor 
because the body thinks something should 
be keeping the hands and mouth active. 
Weaver says that 85 per cent of his patients 
note an increased appetite while six of ten 
actually pack on a few pounds. He says 
quitters shouldn't be alarmed by this. 

Headaches are another problem. If you 
get them, it means that the nicotine 
constricted blood vessels in your head are 
expanding back to normal. Usually by the 
third day, the discomfort is gone and you 
may even feel a little smarter. 

Feel a sore throat? Relax, says Dr. 
Weaver. This means that throat and mouth 
nerves are working properly again, and 
your long departed taste buds will be out of 
storage. (The latter has quite a bit to do 
with weight gain.) 

Finally, a quitter may actually feel 
breathless at times. Dr. Weaver attributes 
this to the fact that smokers are more 
conscious of air intake than non-smokers. 
When you stop, there is the illusion that 
your lungs aren't getting enough air. 
Relax- they”are, and for the first time in 
awhile, it’s the clean stuff. 

Some people think the unpleasantness of 
some of the symptoms just isn’t worth it. 
But comparing these with the everyday 
hacking, scratchy throat, aead taste buds, 
acrid smell of clothing and hair combined 
with a pathological need to have a cigarete 
in your mouth, it doesn’t seem like a high 
price to pay at all.

pressure than ever betore from non- 
smokers who want clean air in office 
buildings, waiting rooms and public 
places. The City of Toronto passed a 
nonsmoking by-law for public areas, but 
the $1000 violation fine has yet to be 
imposed. Many ignore the no smoking 
signs. 

Many organizations, like the Cancer 
Society, are going all out in a_ public 
education program that seeks to inform 
instead of criticize Canadian smokers. 

**You'll see our signs say ‘Thank you for 
not smoking’, instead of ‘Don't Smoke’ * 
says Millie Bilsky of the Ontario Cancer 
Society. ‘‘We believe that the public 


should be provided with all the facts and be . 


allowed to make their own decision.” 

What is the government doing? The 
anti-smoking campaign for the Province of 
Ontario begins at the Health Education 
branch of the Ministry of Health. In 1964. 
the Ontario. Government hired John 
Keayes to co-ordinate public education 
projects on the dangers of smoking. But 
government efforts have relaxed in recent 
years, allowing the Interagency Council 
and the various health organizations to pick 
up the slack. 

“The Federal government began .a 
media campaign in the mid-sixties and 
produced various commercials, pamplets 
and posters to educate the public,”’ says 
Mr. Keyes. “But after 1970. federal 
participation seemed to diminish, and the 
public organizations tended to fill the 
gaps.” 

The Provincial effort is further com- 
plicated by the different Ministries 
involved in an anti-smoking campaign. The 
‘Ministry of Education has concentrated on 
a campaign to educated yoaunger children 
about smoking, and this effort will cost 
$100,000 over the next three years. But 
other branches of the government like the 
Ministry of Revenue and the Ministry o! 
Agriculture are also deeply involved in the 
tobacco industry. / 

‘The Ministry of Health is not in the 
position of being able to force people to 
stop smoking,’ says Mr. Keayes. **We're 
here to educate.”’ 

Is there an overall smoking ban in the 
cards? ‘‘] don’t think so,” says Mr. 
Keayes. ‘‘There will be continued 
focussing on target groups like children 


and women, and research will continue as 
well."’ 


Mr. Keayes mentioned research being 
done into the effects of second-hand 
cigarette smoke. If it can be proven that 
by-standers are being also affected by 
smoke, then more restrictions on smoking 
are likely. __ : 
_ Although it has been 15 years since the 
first ay on the detriments of smoking, 
‘the effort to fight it is still in the early 
stages of development. Some look for more 
involvement on the part of the government.

Practice preventive maintenance 

Of course, a little preventive mainten- 
ance will go a long way in keeping your car 
out of the service garage. Because of the 
trend toward self-service gasoline outlets, 
many motorists forget about, or simply 
don’t bother with the routine engine checks 
that are usually. provided, on request, at 
full-service outlets. ; 

If you've gotten into the pump-it- 
yourself routine, you should be pre ared 
either to do these checks yourself, or 
occasionally fill up at a setvice station that 
will do them for you. Check these items on 
a regular basis: 

- motor oil level, 

- power steering fluid, _ 

. windshield washer fluid, 

- lights and turn signals, 

- coolant level in the radiator (only when 
the engine is cold), 

- transmission fluid (with the engine 
running), 

. brake and battery fluids, 

- battery cables, wiper blades, drive belt 
and hoses, and 

- tire pressure. (A tire gauge Is 
inexpensive and it’s the best investment 
you can make to extend tire life. © 
Underinflated tires can also decrease gas 
mileage.) 

"A complete tune-up should be done at 
least once a year. This includes everything 
from engine tune-up and tire rotation to 
lubrication, suspension, brake and cooling 
system checks. Keeping your car regularly 
tuned saves both gas mileage and wear and 
tear on the engine. Engine oil and filter 
should also be cnanece regularly, 
according to recommendations in your 
owner’s .manual. 

Learn the basics 

Naturally, the better you take care of 
your car, the longer it will last. The 
ministry of consumer and commercial 
relations has published an information 
sheet entitled ‘‘Car repairs: it pays to pay 
attention’ available through its Consumer 
Information Centre at 555 Yonge Street, 
Toronto, Ontario M7A 2H6. It covers the 
simple maintenance routines you should 
follow, as well as giving more detailed 
information on car repairs. 

. When you do need work done and you're 
fairly certain what the problem is, shop 
around for estimates. Consult friends 
whose judgement you trust. Once you've 
decided where you’re‘going to take your 
car, establish a rapport with the person 
doing repairs. 

If you're satisfied with the job being 
done, become a regular customer. Let the 
mechanic become familiar with the 
ideosyncracies of your car. Remember, it’s 
your car, and your money.

A special meeting of Madoc - Village 
Council was held on Wednesday, October 
3rd. to deal with any business that was not 
covered at the regular meeting on Monday, 
October Ist. Deputy-Reeve Kramp was the 
only member not present. 

The main topic of discussion at this 
‘meeting was the verbal resignation of 
Deputy-Reeve Kramp_ at the regular 
meeting. It was felt that council would 
delay a decision on the resignation until the 
next regular council meeting on November 
12th, in hopes that Deputy-Reeye Kramp 
would reconsider his resignation, al- 
though, from talking with him since the 
regular meeting, it appeared that he would 
not return to council. Several methods of 
replacing the vacancy were discussed but 
will not be initiated until the next meejing. 
Councillor Joe Ash did express an interest 
in filling the position of Deputy-Reeve if 
Mr. Kramp did not return. 

The Procedural bylaw for councillors was 
also discussed.and Councillor lan Connerty 
gave a short summation of the bylaw. He 
felt the bylaw would benefit council and all 
those who approached council, as this 
bylaw is designed specifically for small 
municipalities. Basically, the bylaw is to 
inform people how to approach council and 
also fo make councillors aware of their 
duties. Mr. Connerty stressed that this 
bylaw would also include future councillors 
and, would aid council candidates to 
understand exactly what their position 
would entail. One of the major modifica- 
tions already being used is that of 
committee reports at each meeting. 

Two major bylaws were passed at this 
meeting. The taxi bylaw was patterned 
after the Belleville taxi bylaw and would 
mean better rates for the taxi drivers.

are finding it hard to keep up with the 
rising price of heating oils and electricity.

- Solar Heat - Carl 


Over the past few years, we have heard a 
great deal about rising energy costs, the 
rising price of fuels and heating oils due to 
a world wide shortage of these commodi- 
ties and, in answer to these problems, the 
wood stove has come back on the market 
advertising increased energy efficiency. 
Most people now realize that we do have 
dnenergy shortage and that gas, oil and

soon n able to afford, which in turn 
has lead to tie study of alternative 
energies that are becoming increasingly. 


costs of our present methods of heating our 
homes. Carl Winterburn of Madoc, has 
watched with increasing alarm. our 
dependance on electric heat during the 


‘ winter months and recently decided to do 


something about it. 

Mr Winterburn studied the alternatives 
carefully and decided that the most 
feasible alternate to electric heat was solar 
heat. He decided that he would install solar 
panels on his house with the eventual aim 
that ,he would be able to survive 
comfortably if, for some reason, his electric 
power was cut off for several days during 
the winter. At present, Mr. Winterburn’s 
house is heated by a dual purpose furnace, 
a wood stove and a fireplace, but he feels 
that he can further reduce his dependancy 
on electricity and his heating bill by 
installing solar panels on his house. 
However, survival and a reduced heating 
bill, although tied in to his reason for 
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economically feasible because of the rising * 
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switching to solar, were ‘secondary reasons 
for the switch. His main reason for 
considering solar heat was his honey 
bees, which are a. hobby of Mr. 
Winterburn’s and which augment his 
income as a teacher at Centre Hasting 
Secondary School. 

Carl Winterburn has always’ been 
concerned about the efficient use of energy 
and became interested and intrigued by 
the use of solar energy when he saw. an 
advertisement for the industrial and 
commercial application of solar heat from 
the National Research Council, Supply and 
Services branch. He then decided to 
submit a proposal to test solar heating for 
the handling of energy needs for extracting 
honey. The National Research Council 
expressed an interest in the project and 
encouraged him to continue with his 
project. He then went to Watershed 
Energy Systems of Toronto to purchase the 
panels, controls and fans that he would 
need to put his project to the test. Solar 
heat was feasible for Mr. Winterburn 
because, ‘‘When I need the heat is when I 
have it, during the summer. Honey needs 
to be at 35-40 degrees Celsius to be 
extracted from the combs and put through 


the strainers. I had the heat I needed, all I . 


had to do was harness it and put it in the 
area that it was required.” 

He built about a 500 cubic foot storage 
area, installed a 240 gallon water tank, 
insulated the storage are with three inches 
of rigid, high temperature insulation plus 
six inches of fiberglass insulation on all six 
sides and the filled the storage are with two 
inch, crushed rock. This was basically a hot 

air system but, by installing the water 
tank, he is also able to produce hot water. 
At the present time, his solar heating 
capabilities only include his garage, where 
he does his honey extraction, but -he is 
presently adding the duct work necessary 
to include the house on the system. He had 
the system working by about the end of 
July and has already made some surprising 
discoveries. For instance, he has achieved 
the outside temperature is not that hign 
during the fall months but he attributes it 
to the clear air and atmosphere that 
prevails in cooler weather. Mr. Winter- 
burn admits that his reasons for installing 
solar heat were basically selfish but he also 
hopes to show people in this area that 
solar heating is a good alternate energy 
source and that 


we will see more 
‘experimentation take place in this area.

The equipment has been sold and the 
buildings at the Marmoraton Mine are 


coming down, but what will happen to the, 
mine property is still at least eight months 


from a decision. 

John Maudsley, President of Armbro 
Aggregates, of Brampton, which owns the 
mine Site, said in an interview last week 
that, ‘when we bought the mine we were 
aiming to work out a deal for when the 
mine was slated to close.

. The opening closed the struggle that 
made all the news this past spring and 
summer. In short, the village of Marmora 
was at odds over whether to sell the 
so-called guest house to the Conservation 
Authority, while Havelock officials were 
angered over the CVCA decision to leave 
Havelock for the building on the banks of 
the Crowe River near Marmora. A 
Marmora councillor quit during a court 
battle over the sale. 

But all that is over now. After a tour of 
the beautiful new home of the CVCA, it’s 
easy to forget about the controversy. The 
building is the envy of other regional 
Authorities, and fits right into the plans of 
the CVCA to grow and expand their 
conservation programs in the Crowe River 
Basin. 

Graham Bell, Reeve of Marmora and 
Lake Townships, said he had mixed 
feelings over the sale, but said he was 
pees with the outcome. The Reeve of 
Belmont-Methuen said the matter demon- 
strated democracy in action. Hastings- 
Peterborough M.P.P. Clark Rollins said 
the new building meant a new challenge 
for the CVCA. The original chairman of the 
CVCA, Grenville Meiklejohn, rose to sa 
he felt like a father as his son reache 
graduation. 

The Authority does seem to be coming of 
age in its twenty-first year. The new 
headquarters caps the achievements of the 

ast, including the ownership of five 
important dams and 1027 acres of 
environmentally sensitive land, and opens 
up possibilities for the future, expanding 
the role of the Authority. 

The CVCA office was once the property 
of the Marmoraton Mining Company and 
was used as a guest house for visiting 
executives from the mother company, 
Bethlehem Steel. It continued as a guest 
house from 1952 to 1978, when it was sold 


_ to Marmora with the closing of the mine. 


The CVCA purchased the house for 
$75,000, $58,125 of this coming from the 
province of Ontario.

Nick Serba has fallen from the sky. for 
about seven and a half hours by his own 
reckoning. It took him 15 years.to do that, 
on over 1000 skydives, but if you ask him, 
he’d say he’d do it all over again in a single 


jump. 


Serba is a sky-diving instructor in 
Toronto, and spear’ two days a week in thy 
8 


basement of a highrise apartment building 
peseding yore le how to jump out of 
planes. Many of his students are from out 


ere in the country; people who know how 
bea our land is from the ground, and 
wanting to appreciate it from a new and 
more exciting angle. 

‘I'll bet you think we're crazy,’ he says, 
pene’ at any moment to defend his 
avourite past time. But 1 am too young to 
think so- that’s why most of his students, 
are students. 

Serba, like many. sky-diving veterens, 
came by his hobby through working in the 
military. The army provided him with 
summer jobs, and it was there that his 
interest in sky-diving was kindled. 

‘In those days, most of the jumpers 
were military types,"’ he says. ‘“Today 
we're attracting a different kind of 
following, due largely to the whoje new 
technology developed since the sixties.”’ 
~ The rec room looks nothing like a school. 
There is a black-board,, two parachutes, a 
teacher with a pointer and six young

adults. One of them is mystified at being 
there without his pals. 

**My friends were going to come along,”’ 
he tells Nick. 

‘“‘What do you think happened to 
them?’’ the teacher smiles.

Being abandoned by friends at the last 
minute is fairly common before sky-diving 
instruction. Some people can’t picture 
themselves plummetting thousands of feet 
out of a plane. Serba says young people are 
more likely. to do it because, ‘I suspect 
they don’t dwell on the risks very long and 
can’t come up with the million excuses 
older people come up with.” 

To sign up, you have to be over 18. With 
a parent’s signature, kids over 16 can join, 
too. : 

The classes are small, but that’s the way 
he wants it. He says he wants to see their

For seventy dolfars, here’s what you get. 
Two hours of blackboard instruction, when, 
Nick runs through the complete procedures 
from boarding the plane to flattening the 
parachute after the jump. The fallowin 
night involves two hours of practica 


_ instruction. There are wooden’ models of a 


plane, where students practice bailing out, 
and a support beam, where students get 
the sensation of hanging in the air and 
practice pulling the reserve ripcord. And 
that’s it- you get a pink card saying you've 
done it, and the next step is the first jump.

Usually, stuaents taxe their cards and 
head out to the Gananoque Sky- Diving 
Club, 15 miles north-east of Kingston. 
Serba’s school is affiliated with Gananoque 
and the first jump fee is includea in tne 
seventy dollars. 

Serba’s teaching style reflects the 
easy-going attitude of most sky-divers. 
Skydiving technology has advanced to the 
poms that a novice can step into a class on 

ednesday evening and jump out of a 
plane on Saturday morning. There is 
still a lot to learn; how to fall, how to sit in 
the jump plane, how to land-- and he 
makes sure everybody understands before 
he continues to the next point. The hardest 
part is making ep your mind to do it. 

‘‘Essentially, if you can jump off a six 
foot fence and not injure yourself, you can 
sky-dive,’” says Serba. ‘‘It looks more 
difficult than that, but we don’t push you 
out of the plane the first time and expect 
you to pull your own chutes. You're not 
allowed to free-fall the first time.”’ 

Some say Sky-diving is the scariest sport 
when on the brink of the first jump, 
peering through the open door and getting 
the go-ahead signal from the teacher. But 
it is at the same time the most exhilerating, 
when you're sailing downward with an 
open parachute. 

The equipment for the course is 
supplied, and the week-end skydiver need 
never buy the expensive gear. The 
parachute alone, a wonder of technology, 
with two chutes, altimetre and numerous 
back-up systems, is worth over a thousand 
dollars. Throw in overalls, crash helmet 
and air cushion boots and you've got an 
expensive hobby for those who absolutely

After the first jump is made, most 
students have the impulse to do it again. 


_ Serba says this means standing in line, and 


it costs $12 for the privelege of jumping out 
of a plane. 
But why Gananoque? 

_ **Skydiving is still largely unfettered 
with government red tape, and we like it 
that way,”” explains Serba. ‘‘But the closer 
you get to Toronto, and into the airspace of 
the international airport, there are all kinds 
of forms to fill out before you're allowed to 
do it. There’s less hassle in Gananoque. ”’ 

The Gananoque field is fed students 
from not only Serba’s school, but from 
clubs at Queen’s and the Royal Military 
College as well.

Greg Terrion is one of those Junior ‘*A’’ 
hockey players that have come up through 
Marmora’s Minor Hockey system and is 
now making an attempt to crack into the 

ro ranks. He had a relatively po year 
ast year because of partly torn igaments 
in his right knee and a blood clot that put 
him out of the lineup for two months. 
However, even with the injuries, Greg 
managed to get a very respectable 28 goals 
and 29 assists and was also the winner of 
the Molson Junior ‘‘A’’ Cup for his team. 
The Molson Cup is presented to the player 


- on the team who is picked most often 


throughout*the season as a star in their 
games. Greg led this contest throughout 
the year and received the cup at a special 
dinner after the season. 

As we said, Greg played his minor 
hockey in Marmora, where his team won 
all Ontario in Pee Wee and went to the 
Ontario finals in Bantam. Greg then joined 
the Belleville Bobcats for one year and was 
scouted by the Central Scouting System 
and drafted second pick in the second 
round to the Hamilton Fincups, where he 

layed for one year. In that one year, the 

incups went to the Ontario finals and 
Greg was becoming recognized as an Up 
and coming star in this league. The 
following year, the whole Fincup team was 
sold to Brantford because of the lack of an 
adequate facility in Hamilton and the team 
then became known as the Brantford 
Alexanders. 

_Greg’s next year was the year that he 
fought with injuries throughout the season 
and his team énded up in last place. We 
are.not saying that reg’s injuries were 
solely responsible for that last place finish, 
but it did contribute to the poor showing. 
However, the year before, the team lost 
twelve veterans to the draft and that year 
was designated a rebuilding year for the 
Alexanders. The team was madegup of a 
great many rookies and this year, with 


good draft picks and a good solid core of 


returning players, everyone on the team 
expects that they will be serious 
contenders for one of the -top three 
positions. 

Even with the relatively poor year that 
he had last year, Greg was offered a 
contract by the Edmonton Oilers, who were 
one of four teams to join the NHL from the 
WHA. Greg-eventually turned down the 
contract because he felt that he could show 
the professional teams that he was a better 
player than they had seen in his second last 
year of junior eligibility and, by turning 
down. the contract, he was taking a 
calculated risk. This year is now his final 
year of junior eligibility and if he again 
suffers from injuries that keep him out of 
the lineup for a long period of time, and 
doesn’t produce up to his potential, he 
takes the risk of being offered a smaller 
contract because he is now a year older and 
this is one of the prime considerations of 
the scouts. 

When | asked Greg what his goal for the 
season was, he replied without hesitation, 
““l want to score sixty goals.’’ This means 
that Greg. wants to double his goal 

roduction from last year, but he thinks he 
hes a good chance to do just that. ‘‘Our 
team is a classy organization and we have 
an excellent coaching staff. We should be 
contenders this year and | think that if I get 
the ice tinde, I can achieve my goal or at 
least come close to it. If 1 do that, | should 
improve my contract and improve my 

lacing in the draft.”’ Realistically, Greg 
Felt that he should go in the second roun 
of the draft but, if ; has that‘ big season, 
he felt he could go in the first round. 

Greg worked for the Crowe Valley

mer, played baseball to keep in shape and 
did some fishing to relax. ‘‘You can't go to 
training rely out of shape because 
everybody is looking for that little extra 
edge that could mean they have the good 
camp and beat you out of a position.’’ He 
said the training camps are tough and that 
you really only had about four days to get 
in shape and show the coaches what you 
can do. Their days would start off with 
some exercises to loosen them up and-then 
they would get into a two hour scrimmage. 
Later in the day, there would be another 
two hour scrimmage. This would continue 
for the first four days, when the camp 
begins to slack off a bit and the coaches 
have an idea of the players they want to 
look at in the exhibition schedule. 

Greg plays centre and left defense and 
knew that the competition for the centre 
position would be tough this year because 


- there would be eight guys trying for that 


position. ‘You have to be in g shape to 

lay centre because there is a lot of skating 
involved in that position.’’ Besides playing 
at centre and left defense, Greg also 
expected to play on the Brantford power 
play as well as the penalty killing team. It 
was because he expected to get all of this 
ice time that he felt the sixty goals weren't 
beyond his reach. 

e Brantford Alexanders are affiliated 
with the Detroit Red Wings and he likes 
that organization. ‘‘I would like to play 
with a Canadian team if I make it to the 
NHL, but I will go anywhere and do my 
best to make it.’’ I asked him if he would 
like to be drafted by the Montreal 
Canadiens and he admitted that he would 
rather be drafted by another team. ‘The 
Canadiens are a tough team to make and 
you could end up in their farm system and 
never get a chance to play on the parent 
club. I'd go if I was drafted by them and 
give it my best shot, but it would be easier 
to make most other teams.”’ 

The recent merger of the two leagues got 
a lot of publicity over the summer months 
and I asked him if he would rather have 
seen two separate leagues rather than one 
combined league. ‘‘Naturally it probably 
would have been better for me, as far as a 


contract was concerned, if there were two 


leagues but there is still a good op rtunity 
in the NHL.’’He also felt that Canadian 
hockey was not necessary and he felt that 
the emphasis would be placed more on 
defensive hockey rather than offensive. 
At this point, I felt that 1 would like to 
hear what his coach, Dave Draper, felt 
about Greg. Dave ‘spoke very highly of 
Greg and felt that he would be one o the 


» leaders of his team this year. ‘Greg 


started off slowly in the first few days of 
training camp but | think that was mainly 
due to the contract offer he had received. ! 
think he did the right thing by coming back 
to play his final year of junior and he is now 
in the position to make a substantial 
difference in any future contract offer. By 
the end of camp, he was playing 
exceptionally well and had had a strong 
camp.” 

Dave Draper also expected the team to 
be much stronger this year and felt that 
Greg’s goal for the season was not out of 
reach for him. **We have a strong nucleus 
of players coming back from last year and | 
expect our team to contend for first or 
second place. As far as Greg's pseu 
goal, he’s got a good shot at it. We need 
experience and leadership on‘this team 
because they are a young team and Greg 
has that ability. He is a talented hockey 
player who is noted for his checking ability 
and strong defensive work. fie has 
everything. His skating and shootin 
ability can create opportunities for himself

and his linemates and he will also be 


playing on our powerplay. He has. the 
potential to be a first round draft choice 
and his decision to come back this year will 
stand him in good stead. He can more than 
double or triple his present contract offer 
and he could get an increased offer by 
November.”’ 

Greg’s chances of achieving his goal also 
won’t be hurt by his linemates, according 
to his coach. ‘‘His left winger has one of 
the hardest shots in the league and is also 
capable of scoring 40-50. His right winger 
is a big, strong kid who will su ply the 


muscle in the corners. We have four very © 


balance lines and we have done well in the 
exhibition games.’’ (when. the interview 
was conducted). 

The one thing that always seemed to be 
stressed by everyone I talked to was the 
uncertainty in junior ‘‘A’’ hockey. Both 
Greg and his coach were confident that 
they could contend that first or second spot 
in their division. They are now seven 
games into the season with another game 
to be played against Niagara Falls on 
Sunday. Up until last night’s game, they 
were struggling and readily admitted that 
they had gotten off to a slow start. With six 


games played, they had lost four and won 


two games with no ties and were in fifth 
sition. The team. to that point, had not 


jelled. Greg had scored three goals and had © 


six assists but was not satisfied. with his 
start. I called Greg on-Saturday to find out 
how he was doing and if he still felt his 
team could compete for top honours in 
their division. 

‘‘No problem,’’ he said. ‘‘We got off to 
that poor start but our rookies are starting 
to play for us and we have won our last two 
games.’’ Riding a two game winning streak 
doesn’t seem to be a great triumph in itself 
but, the game the night before was against 
the Windsor Spitfires, who were the first 
place team with a 7-2 record.

Nuclear energy is the only reasonable 
solution at this time. 

I have read most of the books written by 
Isaac Asimov, a respected biochemist as 
well as a well-known writer of science 
fiction. He recently penned a piece in 
support of nuclear power that is worth 
reading. He said the American press called 
the Three Mile Island accident--and that is 
all it was, just an accident--a catastrophe. 
Was it? 

No one died. In fact, no-proof has ever 
been given that anyone has died as a direct 
result of the peaceful a rear of nuclear 
power in Canada or the United States. Yet, 
says Asimov, hundreds of thousands of 
people die in highway accidents every year 
and nobody is trying to ban the automobile. 

Why aren’t these bleeding hearts like 
Jane Fonda and what’s-his-name out 
leading demonstrations against cars? 
Because the automobile is too convenient 
for them. 


We cannot continue to put ourselves in © 


hock to OPEC and Mexico. Coal is certainly 
not the answer. You can’t shove coal 
through a pipeline and we have let our 
railroads fall‘apart making it that much 
more difficult to refine coal. Besides, if we 
solve the problems of refining coal, we 
come smack-dab up against air pollution 
problems. 

There are no easy solutions. We cannot 
destroy the nuclear age and still have all 
the energy we want for the luxurious way 
of life we demand. 

Canada’s method of nuclear power--the 
Candu reactor--is the safest yet devised. I 
have no great love for Ontario Hydro as 
ee readers of this column know. 

do not like the high-handed methods 
Hydro has been guilty of perpetrating on 
farmers when power corridors are needed.. 
But Hydro’s expertise in generating 
electrical power by nuclear methods is 
head-and-shoulders above any other utility 
in the world. 

Those who believe the energy shortage 
will not come in a few years are playing the 


ostrich game. Maybe the powerful, rich, — 


multi-national oil companies are fostering 


_ some of the hysteria. Maybe they are only 


interested in their current balance sheets 
and just do not want to see into the future 
when petroleum reserves dwindle. 

The point is that these resources will dry 
up. They are finite. Other energy sources 
must be tapped and Canada is in the 
forefront in nuclear research. We must 
continue to maintain this position. 

If we do not, we could all be going to bed 
with empty stomachs in the foreseeable 
future. If farmers cannot get enough fuel to 
raise food for the nation, we could be so 
we didn’t use the nuclear energy whic 
could, if you’ll pardon the expression, 
siphon enough petroleum for agricultural 
purposes. 

“Americans,. apparently, would rather 
drive than eat. The truckers trying to get 


food to the nation, especially from 
California, didn’t have enough gasoline to 
do the job.

Grants--grants received by rural 'munict- 
palities to make up for lack of 
assessment--will not decrease this. year. 
Under old formulas. the higher the: local 
assessment, the lower the Resource 
Equalization Grant. Thus arise in 
assessment, Such as most rural municipal 
tics are facing, would mean a lower prant. 
The government has said this won't 
happen this year. 

A long-term measure that will probably 
have the greatest impact over the next few 
years--the previous measures are only for 
1980--is the government's third measure-- 
an announcement that the split mill 
rate--the measure that assesses residential 


and farm properties at only 85 percent of 


commercial and industrial properties--will 
be used in calculating Resource Equaliza- 
tion Grants. This means that a municipality 
with $1 million assessment in rural and 
residential will receive grants as if it had 
$850 thousand. Representatives from the 
Department of Intergovernmental Affairs 
in Kingston and the Trenton Tax 
Assessment Office both said that, in the 
long run, this would be the most effective 
in shifting the burden of assessment off 
rural municipalities. 


However, while the > measures are a. 


welcome -relief, they may just spell a 
temporary stay of execution. Many people 
most concerned about the new assessment 
feel that the measures, coming as they do 
before provincial election (probably next 
summer) may evaporate if a majority 
government, bent on balancing its budget, 
is put in. power. OFA vice president Ralph 
Barry, speaking to Hastings County 
farmers last week voiced this opinion. 
Councillor lan Connerty of Madoc said that 
the expense of the government measures-- 
Resource Equalization Grants cost them. 34 
niillion last year--will be too great for them 
to carry for more than three to five years. 
He speculated a reducing of the “‘cushion” 
year by year ts probable. 

Locally it means relief for almost every 
municipality except the village of Madoc 
which stood to gain from the new 
assessment because its factor, unlike all

Take plant 
cuttings 
indoors’ ' 


Jack Frost will soon be nipping at garden 
plants, but there’s no need to lose all of 
them to his icy touch. Bob Fleming. 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food 
horticulturist, suggests that you snip a few 
cuttings or dig some hardy herbs for winter 
life indoors. 

“Geranium cuttings as well as cuttings 
of coleus and begonias should be taken 
now and rooted in a 50-50 mixture of moist 
sand and peat moss,"’ says Mr. Fleming. 
“Choose healthy “cuttings, breaking them 
at the joints, and remove any damaged or 
diseased foliage.” 

Place the cuttings firmly in the sand-peat 
mixture. Thoroughly moisten the medium 


; but avoid soaking. 


The cuttings should root in three or four 
weeks if they are in a sunny location.gOnce 
fibrous roots appear, the plants should be 

tted permanently. Place them in cool, 

right windowsills for winter enjoyment. 

Chives, parsley and dwarf herbs can also 
adapt to indoor life, providing tasty accents 
to salads and meat dishes. Dig around a 
small section of the plant in the garden, 


_ taking care not to damage the roots. Lift it 


up and place it in a flowerpot and water to 
stimulate new growth. Place them in sunny 
windows.

Joan Vastokas: the art historian as 
anthropologist (or vice versa ) 


By her own admission, Joan Vastokas is 
‘ta sort of queer duck.”’ 
-Not that it shows in any particular way. 


Not that is, until you start trying to define 


her job. 

Joan, you see, is an academic, a 
professor at Trent University. But a 
professor of what? Well, that’s a good 
question. As an anthropologist she 
probably makes a good art historian; as an 
art historian’ an anthropologist. She’s a 
little bit - or rather a lot - of both. 

‘‘When I started studying no one had 
ever looked at North American Art as an 
Art Historian. Very few universities taught 
primitive art. I had the first Ph.D. in 
primitive art in North America. Even my 
teachers had had to take degrees under 
different subjects. There was no label. 

With or without labels, and in both 
anthropology and art history departments, 
Joan has become pre-eminent in her field. 
She has been teaching her subject since 
1965, first at University of Toronto, then at 
Trent. She has published widely on 


shea 


primitive art, particularly the art of the 
West Coast Indians, Indian Petroglyphs, 
and the relationship of primitive art to 
modern art. She has a resume thick enough 
to choke a horse, including the present 
Chairmanship of the Canadian art 
publication, ‘‘Artscanada’’. 

Lest this give a bit of a one-sided view, it 
should be said here that, if Joan is not the 
‘‘renaissance woman’ she’s taking a stab 
at it. If you visit her at the farm that she 
and her husband, Ron, own north of Madoc 
in Elzevir Township, you can find her in the 
garden or preserving in the kitchen. And 
how many women have gone door to door 
through most of Hastings, Frontenac and 
Lennox and Addington Counties as -her 
husband campaigns for a seat in 
parliament? 

Joan is on sabbatical this year, projects 
all ovet the place, including a book (or is it 
two?) and we may soon be seeing her on 
the silver screen as the star of Ron’s latest 
movie on - what else? - petroglyphs.

Oil will be 
determining 
factor in 
farm future 


The scramble for a share of the world’s 
dwindling oil supplies will overshadow all” 
other concerns of farmers in the 1980s, 
Peter Hannam, President of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture, told a meeting 
of the Guelph Kiwanis Club on October 18. 

On-farm petroleum use accounts for only 
three percent of Canada’s total energy 
consumption. But it’s a critical three 
percent, Hannam said. 
. Fuel supplies for farm operations must 

be portable and easily stored. Petroleum is 
the only available energy source that fits 
the bill. So it's imperative that food 
production receive top priority in the event 
of an oil shortage, he stressed. 

Availability is only one aspect. Price is” 
equally crucial. Reports this week, of 
jumping fuel prices by 30 cents per gallon 
at one time, make farmers shudder. It is an 
additional direct increase in the cost of 
akiaraer food. But it also strengthens our 

lief that-a much greater commitment 
to develop dur 


. * 


needs to be made 
alternatives. 

‘We just can't avoid the fact that 
shortages are going to occur, likely within 
the next decade. Alternate sources of 
energy--solar, biomass, and wind--won't 
be feasible in time to fillthe gap.” 

When it comes to pioneering these new 
energy frontiers, farmers are in the 
forefront, he said. Many farmers in the 
province are experimenting with solar 
heating, fuel from biomass, and other 
forms of renewable energy. 

It's time governments gave more than 
moral support to these initiatives, 
Hannam said. Funding and assistance 
, Should be provided for this practical 
on-farm research. 

“Between them, the Federal and 
Ontario governments have committed $58 
million for’ development of renewable 
energy over the next five years. But there's 
little evidence of the massive support 
needed to get our country through the 
impending energy crisis."’

dropped 9400 acres from their original 
extent.

Freer quotas no 
good: N-:F-U- 


The intention of the Ontario Milk 


Marketing Board to provide a freer system 


of quota exchange for milk producers will 
simply assist the elimination of many 
producers, and will disenfranchise some 
areas of the province of a milk producing 
industry, Joe Casey, Region 3 National 
Farmers Union Co-ordinator, said October 
16, after studying the OMMB proposal. 
“The OMMB quota exchange is a 
complicated system that will open the way 
for largé producers to become larger, 
because they have the money available to 
buy quota, while the average family farm is 
limited because banks and financial 
institutions being impressed by bigness, 
may see them as higher risks.’’ Mr. Casey 
said many farmers are po ae _ to. 
question the wisdom of several marketing 
boards . which favour freer trade of 
marketing quotas which leads to @igher 
and higher quota prices and fewer and 
fewer producers. ‘In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
many producers it's beginning to appear 
that some marketing board members have 
a vested interest in high quota values.’ 
The trend of some: boards is creating 
circumstances that make it impossible, or 
at least very difficult for the average family 
farm, and remote for young farmers to get 
started because of the capitalization for 


* quota.” 


Some areas in the province are those 
suitable for a milk producing industry, but 
with very limited alternatives for other 
productions, and unrestricted trading of 
milk quota will eliminate the dairy industry 
for those farmers in a short period of time. 

Mr. Casey said the whole system of 
value. on marketing quotas needs to be 
re-examined.: ‘Rather than providing a 
more open system, and higher quota 
vilues. the milk board should be providing 
access to milk 
production by phasing out, over a period of 
years, all value on quota.’’ Mr. Casey sees 
the day fast approaching when very few 
producers will control the production and 
distribution of several food staples, if the 
trend of concentrating the right.to produce 
and market is continued, 

He believes the Ontario government 
should become more aware of what is 
happening and the serious consequences 
that may result for family farms and 


consumers in the future.

drainage projects, with little regard for 
environmental effects or even the benefits 
expected in, return. The real costs, of 
increased flooding, dried-up wells, or 
oi dips habitat, become apparent only 
ater. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter last year 
announced that his government would no 
longer subsidize the destruction of 
wetlands. A similar policy here in Ontario 
could save both wetlands and taxpayers’ 
dollars.

Wasps part of China exchange 


Une of the least noticed, but perhaps 
most important, items in the growing list of 
exchanges with China was a shipment 
earlier this year of 100 tiny wasps from the 
University of Guelph. Prof. John Laing, 
who reared and sent the wasps, hopes that 
in the future some other exotic specimens 
from China may make the return trip. 

The exchange is all in the cause of 
providing better control of troublesome 
insect pests in both countries, and at the 
same time reducing the amount of 
pesticides sprayed into the atmosphere. 

The wasps that Prof. Laing sent to China 
this summer will help Chinese gardeners 
control the cabbage worm. The female 
wasp of the species Apanteles rubecula 
lays her eggs in the cabbage worm. one 
egg to each worm. When the egg hatches 
the young larva feeds on the worm, and of 
course kills it. 

The imported cabbage worm was 
accidentally introduced to North America 
from Europe over a century ago and has 
become a major pest of cabbage and other 
related crops. The ‘cabbage worms have 
also found their way to China. 

The wasp is a native of Europe, and was 
first found in Canada in British Columbia 
in 1963, where it has helped control the 
cabbage worm. Since major areas of China 
have similar climate to much of Canada, 
Prof. Laing hopes that other beneficial 
insects from-China may ultimately come to 
Canada to return the compliment. 

The wasps sent to China were part of a 
group being reared at the University of 
Guelph for release in Southern Ontario 
against the imported cabbage worm. When 
Chinese officials contacted Dr. Jim 
Keleher of Agriculture Canada he put them 
in touch with Prof. Laing, an_ insect 
ecologist in the Department of Environ- 
mental Biology at the University of Guelph. 

The wasps, along with information on 


their culture were shipped through the/ 


Chinese Embassy in Ottawa to Peking. 
From there they went more than 1,000 km. 
to a university in Zhejiang Province where

Don’t ignore

next spring,’’ says Mr. Fleming. 


Neglecting to rake fallen leaves can 
cause serious damage to your lawn. A layer 
of fallen leaves will smother the grass and 


increase the chances of winter injury. 


‘Instead of jeopardizing your lawn, rake 
and compost the leaves for use in the 
suggests Mr. 
Fleming. ‘‘After composting, this valuable: 
organic material can be added to the 
garden soil, or applied as a topdressing to 


garden next spring,’

Leaves can also be used as mulch to 
provide winter protection for tender trees, 
shrubs, and perennials.

Even a 
well-made new car can deteriorate 
mechanically over the years because of 
improper maintenance of downright 
neglect. Such a car could end up turning 
into a serious financial drain if repairs are 
constantly necessary. Check for service 
stickers on the car to see that maintenance 


has been Fe ne 

Also, .watch for the following symptoms -- 
they could mean. trouble:--steering that 
pulls the car to one side (possible 
alignment problems);--squealing or grind- 
ing brakes under normal operation 
(excessive wear or improper adjustment), 
--blue smoke coming from the tail pipe 
(may mean costly engine repairs are 
required);--lack of contro during cornering 
at normal speeds or an excessively bouncy 
ride (possible steering linkage problems 
and or worn-out shock absorbers);--any 
‘other obvious defects such as engine 
knocking, lurching or hesitation, vibrating, 
shimmying or malfunctioning controls, 
lights and signals. 


Safety Standards Certificate 


To help ensure that certain safety and | 


mechanical problems do not exist, a safety 
standards certificate must be given on 
delivery of every used car in Ontario. The 
certificate is valid for transfer purposes up 
to 36 days after the inspection, and the 
vehicle cannot be trans erred into vomr 
name without it. 

The only time a certificate is not required 
is when a used car is sold without licence 
plates. In this case the seller must give you 
and unfit motor vehicle permit at the time 
of delivery; the car cannot be driven, nor 
can. licence plates be obtained, until a 
safety standards certificate has been 
issued by a_ licensed motor vehicle 
inspection station. ; 

Of course, the safety standards 
certificate is not a guarantee that the 
vehicle. will remain_fit for any period of 
time after the ifispection. 


Take Special Precautions

October 
is mulching ~ 
time 


October is the time to apply mulches 
around tender’ shrubs and trees that lack 
winter hardiness. This gardening chore can 
ensure plant vigor next spring, according 
to Professor G.P. Lumis, Department of 
Horticultural Science, Ontario Agricultural 
College. 

Mulches should allow rapid penetration 
of water into soil. Garden compost, stones, 
_bark, straw, and, sawdust ‘are materials 
commonly used. Gardeners should beware, 
however, that straw may provide a haven 
for field mice. 

Mulches should be mounded at the plant 
base to a depth of five to ten centimetres 
(two to four inches) for most effective 


protection. The idea is not to insulate the’ 


plant roots, butrto offer some protection to 
exposed stems. Mulches reduce the range 
of temperature fluctuation. 

“Don’t .use peat moss as a mulch 
because it bl6ws away easily and does not 
absorb water well in its dry state,’’ warns 
Prof. Lumis. 

Some shrubs and small trees can be 
protected with burlap or opaque plastic 
after mulch is applied. This shields the 
plant from harsh wind and sun, but plants 
should not be bd J ain too tightly. 

If sycamores or London planes grow on 


your property, consider wrapping their 
trunks, because they are prone’ to bark 
splitting in winter.

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Curling Clinic Historical Society could b 


termed major 
success 


Mr. Wally Alhsynuk, the regional 
co-ordinator for instruction of curling in 
this area, held two curling clinics for 
beginners and experienced curlers at the 
Madoc and District Recreation Centre, 
over the past two weeks. 

The clinics were basically to teach the 
flat-foot leg-drive delivery, a standardized 
method that Curl Canada has come up with 
to teach beginning curlers so that they are 
more comfortable and stable when they are 
delivering a stone.

“Enclosed please find the official 
documented Certificate of Formation and 
Memorandum of Agreement attesting to 
the incorporation of the Madoc and District 
Chamber of Commerce, as recorded in the 
Department of Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs on August 30th, 1979, Film 444, 
Document 32.’

assistance and answer questions as they 
arise. ‘‘I don’t claim to know all of the 
answers but I do have a lot of very 
important contacts and I know where the 


‘information can be found.”’ 


One of the most important facts that Mr. 
Barnes pointed out to the twenty people in 
attendance was that what happens today is 
tomorrow’s history. ‘‘The complete outfit 
of a farmer’s clothing from the early 1800s 
would today equal the finding of King 
Tut’s tomb. Those were everyday things 
that seemed unimportant to people of that 
time, but how many of you could produce 
those articles.’” He compared the farmer’s 
clothing to military uniforms of the same 
era. ‘‘We can sometimes produce a part of 
the uniform but few people preserve the 
entire outfit.’’ 

On the topic of museums, Mr. Barnes 
said, ‘‘A museum is a way of preserving 
our heritage and is made up of a collection. 
Before building the museum, you should 
have that collection.’’ He also stressed that 
if the building to be used as a museum is 
not designed as a museum, all of the 


problems that can arise, will arise. 


‘Also, when you are choosing an 
historical or older building, don’t let your 
heart rule your head. A. building being 
chosen for a museum must be appropriate 
for the various parts of a museum. For 
example, it should have space for a 
workshop, a kitchen for the staff and 
certainly rdom to move around.” Re 

Mr. Barnes also accuracy when 
compiling history. “‘The bad things must 
be included along with the good. You can’t 
fudge history.’’ Authenticity was the key 
work of restoration to-Mr. Barnes. “If you 
decide to restore a building, that building 
will talk to you and you must listen. If you 
don’t, you haven’t done your job and I hope 
whatever work you do comes crashing 
down around your ears.’’ As you can see, 
Mr. Barnes believes in heritage preserva- 
tion, if it is done properly, and he added 
that his branch stood ready to assist in 
whatever capacity they could. 

Mr. Barnes tended to lean away from the 
restoration of an old building as a site for a 
museum. He had been involved in a project 


_ near Oshawa in which a building was 


restored and, although he thought they had 


: accomplished the feat for a reasonable 


cost, the rising cost of material and help in 
the past few years could be prohibitive 
now. ‘‘If you’re going to try that, you need 
volunteer labour that is willing to work a lot 
of extra ‘hours and you will need materials 
that are virtually donated.”’ 

The preservation of history was another 
topic that Mr. Barnes dwelled on, again 
stressing that present day history was 
important. ‘‘Photography is one of the best 
ways of preserving history. Some of the 
early pioneers in your area may have been 

hotographed and those pictures may still 
around. Advise people to resurect their 
family albums and remember, those living 
here now are the pioneers of the future. 
Keep diaries and notes of things that 
happen. pegs: oo important events. 
Auction and advertising bills and store- 
keepers’ ledgers can also verify when a 
family arrived in an area.’’ He also felt that 
people building new houses should 
hotograph them and keep records of who 
fived in them and for how long. ‘‘These 
houses will be the old houses of the 
future.”’ 

Mrs. Brenda Hudson and other. people 
who attended the meeting felt that the 
turnout was encouraging but expressed a 
desire to have more of the senior citizens 
involved in the Society. “‘They are the 

ple who have lived through much of our 
istory and I hope that we can arrange for 
more of them to attend subsequent 
meetings.”’ It was felt that another 
meeting might be held in early December 
and that the Marmora Historical Society 
could be invited to be ‘‘at home’’ with the 
Madoc Society so that they could also give 
some advice as to how to go about 
establishing the Society. A definite date 
and agenda will be published at a later 
time.

These alternatives intiwded 
geo-thermal being used at a municipal 
level by officials with more moxi than most, 
to safeguard their energy needs. It also 
included farmers producing more fuel than

conservationists, there was the spectacle of 
electricity from wood chip fired plants with 
almost zero pollution, recently quashed in | 
this county by elected representatives.

Trotter’s insignificant termination in an 
auto accident and the ongoing pollution of 
a nuclear accident, rendering the conta- 
minated area unusable for longer than life 
has existed on this earth. 

‘‘We cannot destroy the nuclear age and 
still have all the energy we want.’’ At the 
present time we could shut down all the 
nuclear plants in Ontario and still have 15 
percent surplus even at peak useage and 
without any real effort to conserve. In spite

higher-cost pé?kwt. hour, the less we use, 
so that in some extréme cases, people who 
have made a real effort to conserve find 
themselves paying more since the lower 
demand puts them into a. higher rate 
schedule.

Trotier as he entertained the Northumber- 
land Federation of Agriculture members at 
their annual banquet in Campbellford on 
Saturday night. 

Teacher, journalist and writer of the 
‘One Foot in the Furrow’ column published 
in 20 newspapers, Bob was asked to be 
guest speaker for the evening. He 


_managed to stir up emotions continually 
during his hour-long speech by telling. 


‘dumb farmer’ jokes and hitting major 
issues right on the nail. 

The image of farmers and_ their 
profession was his first topic, something 
which seems to annoy the man a great 
deal. ‘‘Millions of people in Canada don't 
know anything about farming,’’ he said, 
“they think milk comes from bags." 
(‘*Well, it does,’’ he later added.) 

He stressed that farmers must really be 
knowledgeable in order to be successful,

Only eight people in the province of 
Alberta are given such an accreditation. 
She now feels that she has been recognized 
as an artist. 

The eleven year old girl who took her 
first pictures of neighbourhood children 
and was later to become a very popular and 
genuine artist in the Province of Alberta, is 
Jané Thomas. She was born and raised in 
Ola, those first pictures were taken in 
Madoc and /she credits her success now 
with this area and the people that she

deal but, during her formative years while 
she was living here, this very history and 
sameness were the things that she disliked 
the most. ‘‘You have to get away from it for 
awhile to realize its significance.” 

Jane attended the Madoc High School, 
as it was known then, for one year and was 
first introduced to art at the Schneider 
School of Fine Arts in Actinolite. ‘‘I was 
supposed to be working there for the 
summer but I got interested in the classes 
and I guess I showed enough interest that 
the people felt they had to develop that 
interest. Mrs. Schneider kind of took me 
under her wing and introduced me to water 
colours and oil painting.’” She went on to 
attend Sheridan oc py School of Design, 
where she specialized in metals. (Photo- 
graphy was also a part of her course.) 

Although all of this training has 
contributed to her work, Jane goes back 
even further when she talks about her own 
specific art form. ‘‘I] remember watching 
my grandmother making quilts. She was 
very particular about the materials she 
used, the stitching and so on, and 1 am now 


convinced that this has had a profound 


effect on my work.’ Photography has 
always held her interest, but is only a part 
of her art. It will give her the ideas for her 
work, which is basically interpreting a 
picture with cloth although she will often 
incorporate a picture of pictures into the 
piece of art. 

One of the best example of her work 
began with a picture she had taken of an 
old shed on the family homestead in St. 


country and sent her decorative pieces of , 
cloth that represent that country, later to 
be incorporated into the actual art work. 

‘‘If [had to define my art work, I guess I 
would call it cloth construction. I use 
quilting and needle work in the quilting 
will represent rain, plowed fields or a 
dotted line on a highway. Her art is often 
three dimensional and may often relate 
specifically to her family, their good times 
along with bad, their ancestors and their 
problems and joys. Very often, each piece 
will be tied, in some way, to this area. 

On her most recent trip back to Madoc, 
Jane spent much of that time 
photographing the brickwork in the stores 
and houses around the village. *‘I guess I 
am so concerned about the architecture 
here because in the west, they modernize 
so quickly that there are very few old 
buildings left. Io me, this old brick is part 
of the mystique of Madoc and one of the 
reasons that 1 enjoy coming back so 
much.’” Her love for this whole area, which 
she thinks is unique throughout the world, 
is contagious and, after talking to her, | 
found myself looking at the villages in the 
area with new respect. We have a heritage 
worth preserving and people like Jane

Many of her pieces of art are now 
hanging in galleries or in private 
collections and Jane is very pleased with 
the way things have worked out. She has 
considered returning to the area that has 
influenced her so much but feels that, 
because she is established in Alberta, and 
would be foolish to relocate at this time. 
Jane is now heavily involved in the Alberta 
Art Council and has several commissions to 
keep her busy for the next few 
months.*‘It’s an opportunity that I just 
can't pass up.” 

Jane feels that the carte blanche 
accreditation for the Commonwealth 
Games in Edmonton was the turning point 
in her career. Jane wanted to meet and 
photograph a representative of each of the 
forty-eight countries at the games and, ina 
resume with her work, she states, ‘‘It was 
my desire to meet these people outside the 
context of sport and, instead, relate to 
them as people:experiencing their day to 
day life, exploring what parallels there 
existed in our lives, to get to know them, to 
talk. to listen, watch and share.’’ Later, 
when writing about the experience, she 
says, ‘We shopped for jeans, cassettes, 
tape players, sunned, danced, dined, rode 
busses, cheered team-mates, froze at 
practices, shared worries and excitements, 
triumph and defeat.’ Obviously, her art 
work is not just something to hang on a 
wall. It is a feeling drawn from deep 
within, that stems from her close contact 
and association with the athletes. Her work 
on the games is 4a combination of 
photographs and cloth. The cloth, in many 
cases, is an actual piece of material that the 
athlete feels had some significance in their 
performance. One athlete sent the T-shirt 


that he had worn while winning a gold 
medal.

In it Conservation and Re- 
newable Energy Branch, 
Department of Energy, 
‘Mines and Resources simply 
explains how furnaces work, 
what to*watch out for, what 
you can do to help, and what 
to expect from the service- 
man who should be looking 
after the system for you. 

If you are installing a new 
furnace, start right by having 
one match the size of your 
home. If it is too big, it 
‘‘cycles’’ too often and 
wastes fuel. Also see that 
your model is approved for 
safety and sound construc- 
“tion. If itis, it will have a seal 
on it from the Canadian 
Standards Association, Can- 
adian Gas Association or 
Canadian Electrical .Associ- 
ation. Then arrange to have 
the furnace overhauled and 
serviced On an annual basis 
by your fuel supplier or local

keep it working efficiently 
and safely. 

You can save up to 10% on 
the fuel billif you have your 
oil furnace and burner 
cleaned and tuned at least 
once a year’ by a qualified 
serviceman. With an oil fur- 
nace, the serviceman should 

. visually check the filling and 


vent pipes fuel indicator, oil. 


lines, “exhaust breeching or 
chimney pipe, furnace casing, 
warm air ducts, hot water 
pipes (if any), the burner and 
burner chamber. 

The overhaul should in- 
clude the exhaust breechyng, 
damper, stack controller (a 
cutoff safety device), chim-

ney base, interior of furnace, 
fan, air filters, oil burner and 
its accessories. The flue gas 
temperature, carbon dioxide 


content, smoké fiuttiber.and__ 


over-fire draft should all be 
measured with instruments. 
The furnace efficiency should 
be calculated and burner ad- 
justments made if the ef- 
ficiency is not satisfactory. 

With a gas furnace, the 
serviceman’s three visual 
checks should cover the vent 
connector, draft hood and 
chimney base. He should also 
check the, burner’s perfor- 
mance, which takes in the 
pilot light, flame, burner and 
air grill. , 

The annual overhaul of a 
gas furnace should include in- 
spection of the heat ex- 
changer, a thorough cleaning 
of the interior, and inspection 
of the fan and the air\filters, 
and also the water systems (if 
any). 

With both oil and gas fur- 
naces, the serviceman can 
further improve efficiency in 
other ways. If necessary, he 


should adjust the speed of air 


circulation and the timing of 
the fan’s operation. Another 
improvement may be to in- 
stall a smaller oil nozzle if 
tests show that the furnace is 
wasting fuel by producing too 
much heat. 

In addition to all this, it 
pays to keep an eye on the 
furnace 


ly. Don’t try to make adjust- 


‘ments; they could be risky 


both for the furnace and 
yourself. Some practical steps 
you can take are in ensuring 


that conditions in the home © 


help the furnace to work 
efficiently, especially by 
keeping dirt out of the sys- 
tem, and by promoting 
proper air circulation both 
for the furnace burner and 
the delivery of hot air. More
